HEARING ON PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
TO ZONING ORDINANCE 


January 3, 1939, at 7:30 o’clock being 
the time set as the time for holding a 
hearing on the proposed changes in the 
Classifications as provided for in the Zon- 
ing Ordinance, which was passed by the 
City Council on June 138, 1927, said pro- 
posed amendment being as follows: 


That the property described as: 


Lots 79, 80, 81, Adams Subdivision be 
rezoned from ‘‘A”’ Residential to “C’?’

Gentlemen of the Council: 


I return herewith the resolution passed 
by your Honorable Body at your meeting 
held on January 3, 1940, in which you 
ordered meters for Lansing. In so doing 
the Council departed from the long estab- 
lished policy of the city of receiving bids 
for its large purchases. 


The meter selected is the highest priced 
meter that was offered. Most of the cities 
having meters have selected meters cost- 
ing from one-third to one-half less money 
than those specified in your resolution. 
Without going into the merits of parking 
meters in general or of any particular 
meter, I think the city’s interests will be 
best served if this subject is given more 
consideration. The resolution is disapproved.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 8, 1940. 
Gentlemen of the Council: 


It has been the custom of the mayor of 
the City of Lansing to address the City 
Council and the people of our city at the 
beginning of the New Year. 


I consider it a great privilege to speak 
for the City and for the Administration., 
I also consider it a great honor to be able 
to represent a city which has shouldered 
the burdens of the depression, maintained 
splendid service to the community, taken 
care of its just proportions of the relief 
load, made some necessary and desirable 
public improvements, cooperated with the 
Federal W.P.A. program in giving em- 
ployment to the unemployed and in so do- 
ing cut the costs of many improvement 
projects to the city and, with it all, has 
maintained and improved its cash position. 


I am particularly pleased to note the 
improved business conditions in our city, 
to see a smile on the merchants’ faces and 
to note the return of many men to indus- 
trial employment under normal or near 
normal conditions. Because of such im- 
provement we may hope for some relief 
from the heavy load which it has been 
necessary for the public to underwrite 
through their taxes. A happier and more 
prosperous community is certain to result. 


During the past year four more miles 
of our city streets were improved with 
blacktop, giving the city a total of one 
hundred forty-four miles of paved and sur- 
faced streets. Three-quarters of Lansing’s 
total street mileage is now paved and 
surfaced. 


Work at the new City Market was com- 
pleted and the parking area graded and 
surfaced for the convenience of shoppers 
at this modern market. 


Over five miles of walks were laid and 
twenty blocks of streets were widened to 
improve traffic conditions. 


Several thousand feet of sewers were 
built and connected to the trunk sewers 
serving the city’s new sewage disposal 
plant. This modern and efficient plant has 
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now been in service for about. a year. It 
was built at a cost ,of around a million 
dollars and is one of the few plants which 
is successfully handling garbage waste and, 
to the best of my knowledge, is the only 
disposal plant in the United States which 
is fully paid for. At the present time the 
property is being graded and improved 


. through a W.P.A. project which includes 


the planting and landscaping of the entire 
property. 


I am sure I voice the sentiments of this 
council, as well as my own, in thanking 
the citizens who are serving the city with- 
out pay as members of the various boards. 
Every department of the city is being 
operated with credit to the administration. 


The city has made a definite step for- 
ward in providing additional park and 
recreation space this past year. Lansing 
has been unusually fortunate in the past 
years, in receiving donations of land and 
morey, from a number of our civic minded 
citizens for public use and enjoyment. Un- 
fortunately the city could not direct the 
location of these gifts and as a result some 
areas of our city were not served. I am 
a firm believer in the park and recreation 
movement, but I believe also that such 
facilities and services should be available 
to everyone and in all sections of the city 


and I welcomed the opportunity of provid- - 


ing land in sections which had been over- 
looked. The addition which the city made 
to the Lincoln School grounds has provided 
a play area in a very congested district 
and its use and popularity has proven its 
need. The enlargement of Quentin Park 
to provide room for softball, tennis, skat- 
ing, coasting and other sports will give 
this section of the city the privilege enjoyed 
in other districts. 


‘The purchase of the 120 acre farm on 
the west of the city answers the petition of 
thousands of west side people and also 
ends a long search for a desirable and 
reasonably priced property in this built-up 
section of our city. The property was 
purchased from city funds and from golf 
course receipts, will be developed from 
golf funds and should in due time repay 
the city’s investment in the property. 


The gift of the Cooley property to the 
city, under the will of E. F. Cooley, and 
the transfer of city farm land to the Park 
Board, to be used as a boys’ and girls’ 
camp, completes an unusually generous 
donation to the city’s recreational program. 


During the past year the Water and 
: Electric Light Board has completed a 


splendid new power plant which will in- 


sure the manufacturers and customers of 
improved service and a ncessary reserve 
of power which is necessary in the proper 
operation of this municipal utility. The 
building of the new Water Filtration and 
Treatment Plant makes another major im- 
provement in the city, sponsored by the 
Water and Electric Light Board as a 
W.P.A. project. The entire expense of 
building and equipping these two modern 
plants has been paid for out of earnings. 
The fact that the board is already paying 
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for lighting the city streets and furnish- 
ing water for city purposes, and that these 
two modern and expensive plants have been 
built and paid for out of earnings, would 
naturally give weight to the idea that a 
considerable portion of their future earn- 
ings might well be used to relieve the tax 
burden on real estate. 


The city’s financial position can be ap- 
preciated from the following figures show- 
ing the amount of city bonds which were 
outstanding at the beginning and end of 
this past year. 


Jan. 1, 1939 Jan. 1, 1940 
Water and Light... $1,153,000 $ 943,000 


General City Bonds 1,202,000 976,000 
$2,355,000 $1,919,000 


When it is considered that the Water 
and Electric Department will retire their 
$943,000 from earnings and not from taxes 
and that they have cash on hand in ex- 
cess of their total bonded debt, we can 
appreciate that each and every taxpayer 
in this city owns a proportionate share in 
this twenty million dollar municipal plant. 


As to the city’s debt of $976,000, there is 
on hand at the present time $106,000, 
leaving a total of $870,000 to be retired by 
taxes, or $10.32 per capita, or a lien of 
$8.36 per thousand on the city’s assessed 
valuation. © 


It may be of interest to note here that 
$465,500 of the bonds now outstanding are 
owned by the city as a part of its Trust 
Funds and Sinking Funds. 


While many improvements have been 
made and are being made at the present 
time in order that this city may give better 
service and maintain its position among 
other growing municipalities, the adminis- 
tration has consistently held, that the great- 
est service we could give and the one most 
appreciated by our taxpayers, would be 
in the reduction of the city’s debt and, if 
possible, a reduction in city taxes. 


In 1934 it was necessary for the city 
to raise $455,000 in taxes simply as a pay- 
ment on the city’s debt or as you might 
put it, “to pay for a dead horse.”’ Coupled 
with this payment on debt service was an 
exceptionally heavy welfare relief load 
which has continued up to this year, when 
it was assumed as a county liability. 


So in 1940 we find our payment on bonds 
cut more than half, to about $200,000, 
which is still something to think about, 


' but very definitely on the downward road. 


Another two years on Lansing’s pay-as- 
you-go plan will see this item removed as 
a major factor in the city’s financial pro- 
gram, complete one of the major objectives 
desired by this administration and give our 
City its ‘Financial Freedom.”’ 


With our goal so close at hand, may I 
ask again the active help and cooperation 
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of the council and of our people in main- 
taining a conservative budget and a careful 
and considered study of all improvement 
expenditures. With your help, I feel that 
we can offer as our New Year’s gift to the 
city a material reduction in city taxes and 
a Happier New Year for all.

Whereas, Notice to taxpayers and per- 
sons interested in the construction of 360 
feet of sewer in Michigan- Avenue from 
Chestnut Street to Walnut Street of the 
City of Lansing, having been duly given 
as required by the charter of said city, 
and the said City Council after hearing 
divers suggestions and objections by such 
persons so interested, at the time and place 
provided in such notice to the plans and 
necessity of such improvement, and after 
due consideration it is hereby determined 
by said City Council that such sewer is 
a necessary public improvement; and it is 
determined by such City Council to con- 
struct the same as originally set forth in 
a resolution adopted by such City Council 
on the llth day of December, A. D. 19389, 
together with necessary manholes, catch 
basins and laterals therefrom. 


And that the plat and diagram as re- 
turned by the City Engineer, be and the 
same is hereby adopted and that it be 
recorded in the book of sewer records in 
the office of the City Clerk, and it is 
further Resolved, That the portion of the 
city deemed to be specially benefited by

WASHINGTON AVENUE, north, ' to 
Grand River Avenue, except that it be a 
stop street at Ottawa Street, Shiawassee 
Street, Saginaw Street, and Grand River 
Avenue. 


WASHINGTON AVENUE, south, except 
that it be a stop street at Allegan Street, 
Washtenaw Street, Kalamazoo Street, Main 
Street, and Mount Hope Avenue. 


Every driver of a vehicle or other con- 
veyance traveling on any street intersect- 
ing any through street above designated 
shall stop such vehicle or other conveyance 
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at the place where such street meets the 
prolongation of the nearest property line 
of such through street; subject, however, 
to the direction of any traffic control sign 
or signal or any police officer at such inter- 
section. 


It shall not be necessary for a driver of 
a vehicle to stop at any stop street when 
a police officer or traffic control signal in- 
dicates that he may proceed. 


The traffic commission is hereby author- 
ized and required to place and maintain or 
cause to be placed and maintained on each 
and every street intersecting a stop street 
designated above, and at or near the prop- 
erty line of the stop street, appropriate 
signs upen the streets, and in addition 
thereto may place and maintain any ap- 
propriate device or marks in the roadway, 
such signs, devices or marks to bear the 
word “Stop”? and such signs to be located 
in such position, and to be provided with 
letters of a size to be clearly legible from 
a distance of at least one hundred feet 
along the street intersecting the _ stop 
street. 


Stop Streets 


Section 48. (b) The following sections 
are hereby designated at which the City 
Council may erect at one or more en- 
trances to any intersection stop signs of 
the type and to have the effect of the stop 
signs provided for in a sub-section (a) of 
this section: 


On Linval Street at both entrances to 
Isbell Street. 


On all entrances to the intersection of 
North and Turner Streets. 


On Coleman Street at both entrances to 
Smith Avenue. 


On all entrances to the intersection of 
North Pine Street and West Grand River 
Avenue. 


(ec) The driver of any vehicle who has 
stopped as required by law in obedience 
to a stop sign at an intersection shall yield 
to other vehicles within the intersection or 
approaching so closely on the intersecting 
street as to constitute an immediate 
hazard, but said driver having so yielded 
may proceed, and other vehicles approach- 
ing the intersection on the intersecting 
street shall yield to the vehicle so pro- 
ceeding into or crossing the intersecting 
street. 


Restrictions as to Speed 


Section 58. (a) Any person driving a 
vehicle on a highway shall drive the same 
at a careful and prudent speed not greater 
than or less than is reasonable and proper, 
having due regard to’ the traffic, surface 

and width of the highway and of any other 
condition then existing, and no _ person 
shall drive any vehicle upon a highway 
at a speed greater than will permit him 
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to bring it to a stop within the assured 
clear distance ahead. 


(b) Subject to the provisions of sub- 
division (a) of this section and except in 
those instances where a lower speed is 
specified in this section, it shall be prima 
facie lawful for the driver of a vehicle to 


. drive the same at a speed not exceeding 


the following, but in any case when such 
speed would be unsafe it shall not be 
lawful: 


Twenty-five (25) miles an hour on all 
highways in a business district, as defined 
herein; twenty-five (25) miles an hour in 
a residence district, as defined herein, and 
in public parks, unless a different speed 
is duly posted.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


By Ald. Russell—

Provided, that this provision as to resi- 
dence shall not apply to the temporary 
hiring of such expert advice and assistance 
that may from time to time be required, 
or to employment of caretakers on city 
property or projects outside the corporate 
limits when said caretakers are required to 
live on city property outside the corporate 
limits. And in no event shall any two 
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persons of the same household be eligible 
to employment by the City of Lansing in 
any capacity or in each of the several de- 
partments and-.boards thereof.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


By Ald. L. J. Smith— 
Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing: 


That this council, by a three-fifths vote 
of its members-elect, proposes to amend 
Sections -21, 114, 115, 116, 117, 118, 119, 
120, 121, 122, 123, 124 and 125 of the city 
charter to read as follows: 


Section 21. At the annual election to 
be held in the City of Lansing in the year 
1942, and at each second annual election 
thereafter, there shall be elected on the 
city ticket, one Mayor, one Treasurer and 
one Constable, and at the annual election 
to be held in said city in the year 1941, 
and at each second annual election there- 
after, there shall be elected one City Clerk 
and one Constable, all of whom shall hold 
their offices for two years. No person shall 
be eligible to the office of City Treasurer 
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for two consecutive terms. At each annual 
election there shall be elected one City 
Assessor for a term of three years. At each 
annual election there shall also be elected 
in each ward, one alderman, who shall 
hold his office for two years. At the annual 
election to be held in the year 1941, and 
at each fourth annual election thereafter, 
there shall be elected in said city, one 
Justice of the Peace, who shall hold his 
office for four years. At the annual elec- 
tion to be held in the year 1943, and at 
each fourth annual election thereafter, 
there shall be elected in said city, one 
Justice of the Peace, who shall hold his 
office for four years. The Justices shall 
be persons admitted to practice in the 
Supreme Court of the State. Each of said 
officers so elected shall hold his office for 
the term for which he was elected, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. 
All officers elected as herein provided shall 
enter upon the duties of their respective 
offices on the second Monday in January 
next following such election. 


Section 114. The justices of the peace 
of the City of Lansing, provided for in this 
charter, shall have and exercise within the 
county of Ingham the same jurisdiction as 
is or mav be conferred by law on the 
justices of the peace in townships in both 
civil and criminal matters. Provided, how- 
ever, they shall have concurrent jurisdiction 
in all civil cases in tort and upon contract, 
express or implied, wherein the debt or 
damages do not exceed the amount of five 
hundred dollars, with such exceptions and 
restrictions as may be provided by law. 
The justices shall have authority to in- 
struct juries upon the law, and to direct 
verdicts. The justices shall have the same 
power and authority to set aside verdicts 
or judgments in civil causes, suits or pro- 
ceedings before them, upon legal cause 
shown therefor, as the circuit courts of the 
state possess, whenever a motion in writ- 
ing is made and filed with the justice 
within five days after the rendition of 
verdict or judgment in the case, which 
motion shall briefly and plainly set forth 
the reasons and grounds upon which it is 
made, and shall be supported by affidavits 
setting forth the facts relied upon, which 
shall be filed at the time of filing the 
motion. A notice of hearing of such mo- 
tion, with copy of the motion and affi- 
davits filed, shall be served upon’ the 
adverse party, or his attorney, at least 
two days .before hearing thereon, and the 
motion shall be submitted and heard within 
one week after it.shall have been filed, and 
shall be determined in two days after it 
shall have been heard and submitted. The 
time for taking an appeal from judgment. 
in case the motion is not granted, shall 
begin andtrun from the time when such 
motion shall be overruled, and in no case 
shall the pendency of the motion stay the 
issuing and levy of an execution in the 
case, but in case of a levy under execution 
pending such motion, no sale of the prop- 
erty so levied on shall be advertised or 
made until the final ‘determination of the 
motion. . 


Whenever, in any cause pending before 
either of the justices, such justice is un- 
able to act in such case at the time the 
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matter comes before him, the same may be 
transferred, upon his order, or in case of 
his absence, by the clerk, to the other 
justice of the peace of the city, and note 
of such transfer shall be entered upon the 
docket of the case, and when both justices 
shall have acted in any one case or pro- 
ceeding, the docket shall be signed in the 
manner and within the time provided by 
law by the justice who shall have given the 
final judgment in the cause. 


Section 115. Each justice of the peace of 
the city shall file in his oath of office in the 
office of the county clerk of the county of 
Ingham, and in addition to the surety re- 
quired by.general law, to be given by the 
justices of the peace, he shall, before enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office execute a 
bond to the city, with one or more suffi- 
cient sureties, to be approved by the mayor 
of the city, which approval] shall be en- 
dorsed on said bond, in a penalty of five 
thousand dollars conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of his office, 
as a police justice of said city, and to pay 
over the moneys collected, and to make his 
reports and verify the statements of his 
account as in this charter required. 


Section 116. The city council shall pro- 
vide and maintain heat and light, and 
properly furnish suitable rooms for the 
said justices of the peace and shall furnish 
all dockets and legal blanks necessary to 
properly conduct their offices, and shall pay 
the said justices of the peace such annual 
salary as it shall deem proper. They shall 
receive no fees or perquisite, of any kind 
whatever, for the performance of any 
performance of any duties connected with 
their offices, except marriage fees, but all 
such fees as are herein provided to be by 
them taxed and collected in civil cases, 
and all fees of the constables of the city, 
for the service and execution in said city 
of civil processes, issued out of said court. 
and all such fees as are by the general 
laws of this state properly taxable by a 
justice of the peace in criminal cases, shall 
be taxed and collected in like case by the 
justices of the peace of the city of Lan- 
sing, and paid into the city treasury, with- 
in five days after they shall have been so 
collected, and said justices shall report on 
oath to the city council, at the first regu- 
lar meeting thereof in each month, a 
statement of the fees so collected by them 
in each case. In all cases where the com- 
plaint is made or process is issued at the 
instance of any city officer or private citi- 
zen, the said justices shall deliver all 
processes, civil or criminal, including com- 
mitements to the county jail and Detroit 
House of Correction, to said constables, 
who shall serve the same. Provided, how- 
ever, that the said justices may, in the 
civil cases, if requested by the plaintiff, his 
agent or attorney so to do, deliver the 
same to the sheriff, his deputy, or to any 
other constable of said county for service, 
or, On cause shown, may appoint in writ- 
ing, any competent person to serve the 
same, who shall make his return of serv- 
ice of said process on oath, and file the 
same with said justices, and he shall be 
entitled to receive the same compensation 
as is allowed to constables for the service 
of summons in like cases. All orders 
issued by the Detroit House of Correction, 
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upon the receipt of any prisoner from 
either of said constables, shall be made 
payable to the city. 


Section 117. All fines, penalties or for- 
feitures recovered before each of said jus- 
tices for violation of any city ordinance 
shall, when collected, be paid into the city 
treasury, and each of said justices shall] 
report on oath to the city council at the 
first regular meeting thereof in each 
month, during the term for which they 
shall perform the duties of said justices, 
the numebr and name of every person 
against whom judgment shall have been 
rendered, for such fine, penalty or  for- 
feiture, and all moneys by him received 
for or on account thereof, which moneys 
so received, or which may be in his hands, 
collected on such fine, penalty or for- 
feiture, shall be paid into said city treas- 
ury on the first Monday of each and every 
month, during the time such justice shall 
exercise the duties of said office, and for 
any neglect in this particular he may be 
suspended or removed as herein provided. 


Section 118. It shall be the duty of each 
of said justices of the peace, at the second 
regular meeting of the city council in each 
of the months of January, April, July and 
October in each year, to account on oath 
before the city council for all such moneys, 
goods, wares and merchandise, seized as 
stolen property, as shall then remain un- 
claimed in the office of said justice of the 
peace, and immediately thereafter to give 
notice for four weeks in one of the public 
newspapers printed in said city, to all per- 
sons interested or claiming such property; 
Prévided, always, that if any goods, wares, 
merchandise or chattels of a perishable 
nature, or which shall be expensive _ to 
keep, shall at any time remain unclaimed 
in the office of said justice, it shall be law- 
ful for said justice to sell the same _ at 
public auction, at such time. and after such 
notice as to him and the city council seem 
proper.

Section 119. It shall be the duty of the 
justices of the peace aforesaid, who may 
recover or obtain possession of any stolen 
property, on receiving satisfactory proot 


of property from the owner, to deliver such : 


property to the owner thereof, on his pay- 
ing all necessary and reasonable expenses, 
which may have been incurred in the re- 
covering, preservation or sustenance of 
such property, and the expenses of adver- 
tising the same, unless the city attorney, 
or the prosecuting attorney of the county 
of Ingham, shall otherwise direct. 


Section 120. It shall be the duty of each 
of the justices of the peace, as aforesaid, 
to cause all property unclaimed after the 
| expiration of the notice specified in section 
one hundred eighteen of this chapter, 
money excepted, to be sold at public auc- 
tion to the highest bidder unless the prose- 
cuting attorney of the county of Ingham 
| shal} direct that it shall remain unsold for 
a longer period, and the proceeds thereof 
forthwith to pay to the city treasurer; to- 
gether with all money, if any, which shall 
remain in his hands, after such notice, as 
aforesaid, first deducting the charges of 
‘said sale. 
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Section 121. Each justice of the peace 
shall have full power and authority, and 
it,is hereby made his duty, upon complaint 
to him in writing, on oath, to inquire into, 
and try and determine all the offenses, 
which shall be committed within the city, 
against any of the provisions of this char- 
ter, or against the rules, regulations or 
ordinances, which shall be made by the city 
council, in pursuance of the powers granted 
by this charter and to punish the offenders, 
as by said rules, regulations or ordinances 
shall be prescribed or directed; to award 
all processes, take recognizance for the 
appearance of the person charged, and 
upon appeal, and to commit to prison as 
occasion may require. Provided, that any 
person making said complaint (except city 
officers) shall give security for costs in the 
same manner as is required in criminal 
cases under the general laws of this state, 
which security shall have the same force 
and effect, and judgment shall be rendered 
against such complainant and surety, and 
execution issued thereon, when the justice 
shall be satisfied there was not reasonable 
cause for making said complaint. 


Section 122. Whenever any person shall 
be charged with having violated any rule, 
regulation, ordinance, or the provisions of 
this charter, by which the offender is liable 
to imprisonment, either justice of the peace, 
to whom complaint shall be made in writ- 
ing and on oath, shall issue a warrant 
directed to the chief of police of the city 
of Lansing, or to the sheriff or any con- 
stable of the county of Ingham, command- 
ing him forthwith to bring the body of 
such before one of the justices to be dealt 
with according to law; and the chief of 
police or other officer, to whom said war- 
rant shall be delivered for service, is hereby 
required to execute the same in any part of 
this state, where such offender may be 
found, under penalties which are by law 
incurred by sheriffs, and other officers, for 
neglecting or refusing to execute other 
criminal process. 


Section 123. In every civil action or 
proceeding, except garnishment proceedings 
commenced in said justice court, there 
shall be paid to the said justices by the 
plaintiff, an entry fee of one dollar, and 
before the trial of any action or proceed- 
ing shall be commenced, such party shall 
pay a judgment fee of one dollar in cases 
where the defendant shall not appear and 
join issue, and two dollars in cases where 
issue is joined between the parties; but in 
eases of non suit or dismissal before com- 
mencement of trial, no judgment fee shall 
be required; and if the judgment fee has 
been so paid, the same shall be returned to 
the plaintiff in all cases of non suit or 
dismissal before trial. Proceedings in 
garnishment shall be treated as part of the 


, principal cause, and no additional fee shall 


be required therefor, except when an issue 
of fact shall be joined in respect to the 
liabilities of any garnishee; in such case, 
a judgment fee of two dollars shall be paid, 
before such trials shall commence. The 
fee provided in this section shall be in full 
for all services and proceedings in said 
cause to and including the issue of an 
execution upon the judgment therein and 
shall be taxed in favor of the party pay- 
ing the same if he be the prevailing party 
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in the suit. The jury and officers’ fees 
provided: by general law, shall be paid in 
addition to the foregoing fees. For all 


services and proceedings subsequent to the 
issuing of an execution, or for the pur- 
pose of staying proceedings, or for remov- 
ing causes to an appellate court, there shall 
be paid to the said justice the fees pro- 
vided by law. In all criminal cases, where 
a fine may be imposed, it shall and may be 
lawful to include in the sentence such an 
amount for costs as would be practicable 
under the general laws of this state, in 
justice courts, and all such costs, fees and 
moneys collected by such justice, for or on 
account of the business of his office, except 
as herein provided, shall be paid over by 
said justice to the city treasurer as herein 
provided. The fees of witnesses and jurors 
in criminal cases, shall be paid in the same 
manner as is now provided by law, for 
the payment of such fees by justices in 
townships, and all fines imposed by said 
justices for the violation of any of the 
criminal laws ‘of.this state, except such as 
are imposed as costs aforesaid, shall be 
by the said justice of the peace paid to 
the treasurer of the county of Ingham, as 
required by law.: Except as herein other- 
wise provided, the general laws of the state 
with reference to justice courts and justices 
ofthe peace, shall be applicable to each of 
the~ justices of the peace ant the courts 
held ‘by: them. 


Sachin 124. Each justice of the peace 
shall keep a just and true account of all 
fees which by law he would be entitled to 
receive for performing services in criminal 
cases, if such services were not compensated 
by a salary as herein provided, and at least 
fifteen days before the regular meeting of 
the board of supervisors in January and 
October in each year, they shall present to 
the city council a_ verified statement of 
such accounts, together with the statement 
of the constable’s accounts, certified by 
them as provided in section one hundred 
thirteen, for examination and approval; 
and the city council shall examine said 
account, and may suggest corrections or 


amendments thereto, and said account,: 


when approved by the city council, 
shall be presented to the Board of super- 
visors at its then next meeting, and 
the same shall be audited and the amount 
justly due thereon allowed as other bills 
of the justices of the peace and constables 
are allowed for similar services. For the 
amount so allowed, a warrant shall be 
drawn by the county clerk, upon the county 
treasurer in favor of the city of Lansing, 
and delivered to the city treasurer. In 
case of examinations of offenders by said 
justices for offenses committed against the 
criminal laws of this state, where such 
_. justices have jurisdiction to examine, and 

to hold to bail only, it shall be lawful 
for said justice who is conducting the 
examination, on motion of the prosecuting 
attorney, to cause an order to be entered in 
the records of such court, before or during 
the pendency of said examination, appoint- 
ing some suitable stenographer to take in 
shorthand the testimony of such examina- 
tion, and such stenographer so appointed 
shall receive such per diem compensation, 
for the time so expended in taking such 


testimony and such prices per folio for - 


enn rr 
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writing the same in longhand, as shall be 
fixed by the board of supervisors, the same 
to be allowed and paid out of the treasury 
of said county. 


Justice Court Clerk 


Section 125. The city council shall ap- 
point a clerk of the justice court on the 
nomination of the justices of the peace, 
which clerk, except as herein prescribed, 
shall be under the direction and control, 
and subject to the orders of the justices. 
Before any justice court clerk so appointed, 
shall enter upon the performance of his 
duties, he shall take and subscribe the 
constitutional oath of office, and furnish to 
the city a bond in such sum as shall be 
fixed by the city council, conditioned on 
the faithful performance of duties, and 
for the paying over and accounting for 
all moneys received by him as such clerk, 
which bond, after its approval, shall be 
filed with the city clerk. The clerk of the 
justice court shall receive such salary as 
shall be prescribed by the city council. 


Resolved, further, that the foregoing 
amendment to the city charter be presented 
to the electors of the city of Lansing for 
approval, at the Primary election, to he 
held on the 10th day of September, 1940.. 


Resolved, further, that the city clerk be 
and she is hereby directed to prepare or 
cause to be prepared, the voting machines 


of said city for such election, substantially 


in manner and form as follows:

ORDINANCES 


Ald. L. J. Smith introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to provide for terms for 
the trial of jury cases in the justice court 
of the City of Lansing; to provide for the 
selection of jurors to try such cases; and 
to provide for the rights, powers and duties 
of the justices of the peace in such cases. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Sec. 1. Six terms of the justice court 
of the City of Lansing shall be held annu- 
ally, commencing Tuesday after the first 
Monday in the months of January, March, 
May, July, September and November, 
respectively. Each of said terms shall be 
continued a sufficient number of days to 
hear all the jury cases ready for hearing 
and all causes and questions not decided 
at the term when the same are submitted 
shall be determined early in the next suc- 
ceeding term. hen no jury is in attend- 
ance, the justice of the peaece may, in 
his discretion, order a jury inpaneled in 
accordance with the method provided by 
law to secure a jury in trials before jus- 
tices of the peace in townships. . 


Sec. 2. The method of selection of jurors 
for the trial of jury cases and the rights, 
powers and duties of the justice of the 
peace in relation thereto shall be as. pro- 
vided in and by Act No. 288 of the Public 
Acts of 1929, being sections 16497-16517, 
both inclusive, of the Compiled Laws of 
1929, and said statute and the provisions 
thereof is hereby adopted. |

their Parts or Contents and Structures of 
Every Nature including the Storage and 
fuse of Inflammable Liquids and other 
readily Combustible or Explosive Sub- 
istances in the City of Lansing, Michigan; 
{Providing for Condemnation and Stoppage 
fof the use thereof, and Wrecking of the 
same. Creating the Offices of Building 
Commissioner, Assistant Building Commis- 
sioner, and City Electrician, and Provid- 
ing for the Office of the Building Depart- 
iment. Repealing all former Ordinances 

onflicting therewith.’’ 


Sec. 23.08. Electricians’ License: It 
shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons not holding valid annual license as 
Flectrician as herein required, to wire any 
bublic or private building for lighting or 
eating by electricity or for use of elec- 
rical power, or to repair or change any 
Plectrical wire or wires in any public or 
private buildings in said city. 
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Licenses shall be of three classes as fol- 
lows: 


Class (4h). Electrical Contractors’ 
License. Authorizing work by any person, 
firm or corporation, or their employes, in 
general electrical contracting work. The 
fee for such license shall be $25.00 for the 
first year, and $25.00 for annual renewal 
thereof. 


Class (B). Industrial License. Author- 
izing work by an individual as an em- 
ploye of any person, firm or corporation, 
not engaged in general electrical contract- 
ing, for the installation and maintenance 
of electrical wiring or apparatus on 
premises owned or controlled by such em- 
ployer. The applicant shall demonstrate 
to the city electrical inspector his skill and 
ability to perform such work, and pay a 
fee of one dollar ($1.00). 


Class (D). Motion Picture Operator’s 
License. Authorizing an _ individual to 
operate a motion picture machine. The 
applicant for such license shall be not less 
than 18 years of age, shall have not less 
than 2 years’ experience in such work, 
and shall pass a satisfactory examination 
as to his proficiency and competency be- 
fore a committee composed of the Build- 
ing Commissioner, City Electrician, and a 
qualified operator. The fee for such license 
shall be $1.00, payable annually for re- 
newal; and it shall be unlawful to oper- 
ate a motion picture machine in this city 
without such license. 


No license shall be transferred from one 
party to another. Licenses obtained under 
a previous ordinance shall be continued in 
force upon payment of the renewal fee as 
stated above. 


The failure of any licensed electrician 
to remedy any defective work within two 
working days after notice in writing by 
the City Electrician, of such defects, shall 
be sufficient cause for revoking such elec- 
trician’s license, and the Building Commis- 
sioner shall file a charge against any 
licensee doing such work before the Board 
of Health, who shall promptly investigate 
such charges, and if proved, revoke such 
license.

pinning & Foundation Co., Inc., will accept 
the balance due it under said contract, 
namely, the sum of $6,330, less the sum 
of $1,700, in full settlement of all amounts 
due under said contract and of all claims 
made thereunder. If this proposition is 
accepted, the Underpinning & Foundation 
Co., Inc., will withdraw and waive its 
claim presented in letter dated February 
9, 1940, to Mr. S. C. Jacka, City Engineer, 
claiming the sum of $6,330 with interest 
from July lst, at the rate of six per cent 
and an additional claim of $2,005.20.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections Two and Five of an 
Ordinance entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance provid- 
ing for the appointment of a city scaven- 
ger, defining his powers, duties, and com- 


pensation, and fixing the conditions under 


which other persons may perform like 
-duties,’? are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


APRIL 22, 1940 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
city scavenger to provide himself with all 
proper facilities for the removal, and 
promptly remove beyond the city limits 
and there bury, destroy or otherwise dis- 
pose of, so as not to become a nuisance 
and as provided by law, all dead animals, 
except dogs and cats, also all diseased or 
decayed meats, fish, hides, bones, offal, 
garbage, excrement or other matter, the 
existence of which shall, in the opinion of 
the health officer or the sanitary inspector 
be detrimental to the public health, and 
to this end, the said scavenger shall have 
the right to enter upon any premises in 
the city and use all necessary means for 
the removal thereof, and he shall also have 
the power to examine any vault, sink, 
privy, private drain or premises, of which 
complaint has been made, for the purpose 
of removing any and all nuisances from 
said premises, said removals to be made 
under the direction of the health officer, 
sanitary inspector or city marshal. 


Section 5. Any city scavenger engaging 
in the business of excavating and remov- 
ing night soil, shall be permitted to charge 
for such service, not to exceed fifteen cents 
per cubic foot, providing that the mini- 
mum price for cleaning one of such vaults 
shall be the sum of $5.00 (five dollars) ; 
for removing any dead horses, mule or 
cattle, $2.50; calf, $2.00; sheep, $1.00; 
hog, $2.00; swill, offal, varbage, etc., 
$3.50 per load; rat, 50 cents. Provided, 
however, that not more than $1.00 shall be 
paid where several rats are collected at 
the same point. Dead dogs and cats shall 
be removed, buried or otherwise disposed 
of by Ingham County Humane Society 
for which it shall be paid the sum of One 
Dollar ($1.00) for each such animal.

Gentlemen : 


Pursuant to your request for an investi- 
gation and report of a claim made by one 
Lloyd Bailey to this Council on April 22nd, 
1940, in which he stated that at the time of 
his arrest and detention in the city jail 


his automobile was damaged to the amount 


of $120.00. I wish to make the following 
report: 


Lloyd Bailey was arrested by State Police 
Troopers, McCall and Sweet at the request 
of the Lansing Police Department near 
Grand Ledge, Michigan, on March 16th, 
1940. He was registered at 3:45 p. m., on 
this date and was released at the request 
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and in custody of Dr. Barnum, March 18th, 
1940, at 9 a. m., to be hospitalized. He 
was driving a Pontiac Sedan when arrested 
and same was driven to the City Hall yard 
and parked there by one of the State 
Troopers, and remained there until he was 
released. 


Mr. Bailey states that he was unable to 
start his car and had it towed to Bert’s 
Garage on West St. Joe Street, where it 
was necessary to have new pistons, new 
valves, new rings, new bushings in the 
rods and all new gaskets put in the motor. 
The mechanic doing the work, when asked, 
what would cause this damage to a motor, 
stated that high speed for a short distance 
while the motor was low on oil or a 
combination of both, especially if the motor 
had recently been overhauled. The mechanic 
also stated that the oil was low, there 
being only about 2% quarts in the motor 
when it was drained. I also wish to report 
that the valves in this same motor were 
ground and a new manifold installed by 
the Wolverine Chevrolet Company on 
December 14, 1939. 


You will find attached a copy of the 
reports made by Lieutenant George Fenby 
who was in charge of the station at the 
time of Mr. Bailey’s arrest. A copy of 
the report made by officers Maier and 
Keller who answered the call at 909 South 
Butler Boulevard is also attached; a copy 
of the report of the arresting troopers 
McCall and Sweet; a report by Dr. Spencer 
V. Barnum; a copy of the Police Radio 
- Log of March 16, 1940, from 1:28 p. m. 
to 3:17 p. m., an excerpt from the Police 
Daily Report for the same date; a copy 
of the arrest card, and also an estimate - 
costs of repairing the motor. 


From this information I do not think 
that any Police officer who had any part 
in the arrest and detention of Mr. Bailey 
is responsible for the damage to his car.

In compliance with your resolution of 
May 6, 1940, we wish to make the follow- 
ing report concerning the building per- 
mit issued for the building at 826 Oakland 
Avenue. 


On March 18, 1940, a permit was issued 
at this address, to “‘remodel a one family 
dwelling only.” This permit was issued 
in strict compliance with our zoning ordi- 
nance, and the Housing Law of Michigan. 


Our zoning ordinance defines a one 
family dwelling as ‘a building occupied 
as a dwelling by not more than one fam- 
ily.””’ The State Housing Law goes a step 
further and defines it as ‘fa dwelling oc- 
cupied by but one family and so designed 
and arranged as to provide cooking and 
kitchen accommodations for one family 
only.”” Both of these definitions were 
complied with as the building has been, 
and is to be, occupied only by Mike Joseph, 
the owner, and his immediate family. Also 
there is but one room in the building pro- 
vided with cooking and kitchen acccom- 
modations. 


The number and placing of rooms in a 
private dwelling is not regulated by any 
ordinance or state law, as long as the 
above requirements are complied with.

ORDINANCES 


. The following ordinances were _ intro- 
duced by Ald.

AN ORDINANCE to regulate Hawking, 
Peddling and Street Vending of Fruits, 
or Vegetables intended for human _ con- 
sumption in the city of Lansing: 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. No person shall engage, 
either as principal, or agent, or em- 
ploye, in the business of hawking, ped- 
dling, or vending any fruits or vegetables 
from door to door: or from or upon the 
streets, alleys and public places; or from 
any hotel or rooming house within the 
city of Lansing, either by sample, or by 
taking orders, or otherwise, for delivery 
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then or in the future, without first ob- 
taining a license from the city clerk. 


Section 2. The City Clerk is hereby au- 
thorized to issue a license to any person 
of good character to engage in the busi- 
ness of hawking, peddling, or vending as 
aforesaid, upon the payment of fees as 
hereinafter set forth. No license shall be 
transferred or assigned. Before, however, 
any license shall be issued, such appli- 
cant shall furnish to the city clerk a true 
photograph of himself, his address, sig- 
nature, and physical description. 


All fruits and vegetables offered for sale 
by said person must first be taken to the 
City Market; or to any other place desig- 
nated by the Department of Health, for 
inspection, and a card obtained showing 
that said fruits and vegetables are fit for 
human consumption and that they will be 
conveyed and delivered in a clean and 
sanitary manner. 


~ The City Clerk shall also have power to 
require such other and further informa- 
tion as in his judgment seems proper in 
order to determine whether the applicant 
is a fit and proper person to obtain a 
license, having in mind the safety and 
welfare of the public. 


The fees for the said license shall be 
as follows, to-wit: 


12 months, $50.00; 6 months, $35.00. 


Fees for each helper and assistant shall 
be as follows, to-wit: 


12 months, $15.00; 6 months, $10.00. 


All licenses issued hereinunder shall not 
extend beyond April 30th of each year fol- 
lowing date of issuance. 


Section 8. The licenses granted herein- 
under shal] be in such form as to contain 
a true photograph of the licensee, his ad- 
dress, his signature and physical descrip- 
tion. All licensees shall have with them 
while peddling the license number dis- 
played on each side of their vehicle. No 
licensee shall change, remove, or obliterate, 
any entry made on such license. Failure 
to conspicuously and constantly exhibit 
such license number while engaged in such 
business shall be sufficient cause for sus- 
pension or revocation of said license by 
the City Clerk. 


Section 4. Licensees under this ordi- 
nance shall comply with all provisions of 
the traffic ordinance and shall not re- 
main standing at one place on any of the 
streets, alleys, or public places, for a 
longer period of time than five minutes 
while engaging in such business. 


Section 5. It shall he unlawful for any 
such licensee to stand or be on any public 
street, alley, or public place, or in any 
building or place abutting on any street, 
alley, or public place; or to cry out, or to 
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make any noise of any kind whatsoever 
so as to attract persons to congregate on 
any public sidewalk, street, alley, or pub- 
lic place, so as to obstruct traffic, whether. 
pedestrian or vehicular. It shall be un- 
lawful to call out or make any noise of 
any kind whatsoever with a view of at- 
tracting persons to buy the goods said 
licensee has for sale. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of every 
such licensee to exhibit the said certificate 
of inspection to any policeman or any 
person when requested to do so, and fail- 
ure to show the same upon reyuest shall 
be deemed a violation of this ordinance. 


Section 7. This ordinance is not intend- 
ed to prohibit the sale by farmers of their 
own products, either produced by them-: 
selves or by their regular farm employees, 
but all of such persons must first obtain 
a license as required by this ordinance, 
provided, however, that all such persons 
must furnish satisfactory proof to the 
City Clerk that they are the one and same 
person that they represent themselves to 
be, and they must comply with all the 
terms and conditions of this ordinance, 
and upon so doing, the city clerk shall 
furnish a license. 


Section 8. Any license may be revoked 
by the Board of Health at its discretion 
when it is found after due hearing that 
the licensee has failed to conform with 
the provisions of this ordinance, having in 
mind the welfare, safety, and health of 
the city. 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful for any 
licensee to sell or deliver any foodstuffs 
which are ordinarily sold by weight or 
measure, by use of any other than stand-. 
ard weight or measure. i 


Section 10. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine not to exceed One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00), or less than Twenty-Five Dol-. 
lars ($25.00); or, imprisonment in the. 
Ingham county jail not to exceed ninety 
days, or both said fine and imprisonment, 
at the discretion of the court. 


Section 11. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


Section 12. This ordinance shall take 
effect on and after May 1, 1940. 


An ordinance to prohibit the distribu- 
tion and sale: within the corporate limits 
of the city of Lansing of ice-cream in’ 
bulk, ice-cream cones, Or ice-cream in any 
other form, sherbert frozen custard, or 
products of a similar nature; popcorn, 
crackerjack, caramel corn, potato chips, 
or confections of this type in any street, 
parkway, or alley, from any pushcart, or 
sales case in any parkway, street, or alley 
and to provide a penalty therefor. 
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THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful to dis-. 


tribute and sell, within corporate limits of 
the city of Lansing, any ice-cream in bulk, 
ice-cream cones, or ice-cream in any 
other form, sherbet, frozen custard, or 
products of a similar nature: popcorn, 
crackerjack, caramel corn, potato chips, 
or confections of this type, from any sales 
case, wagon, pushcart, or other vehicle 
in any street, parkway, alley, or other 
thoroughfare. 


Section 2. No wagon, pushcart, or other 
vehicle shall be permitted to park in or 
upon any of the streets, alleys, or other 
thoroughfares, for the purpose of. dis- 
tributing and selling any ice-cream in 
bulk, ice-cream cones, or ice-cream in any 
other form, sherbet, frozen custard, or 
products of a similar nature: popcorn, 
crackerjack, caramel corn, potato chips, 
or confections of this type. 


Section 3. Any person, firm, or corpo- 
ration or partnership who violates any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than Ten Dollars ($10) and cost of 
prosecution, or not more than Twenty-Five 
Dollars ($25) and costs of prosecution, 
and each violation of said ordinance shall 
constitute a separate offense. 


Section 4. Nothing in this ordinance 
shall apply to, or limit the licensing of 
concessions in public parks and recreation 
fields as provided in the City Charter.

Resolved, That the Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners of the City of Lan- 
sing, Michigan, shall establish a Bureau 
of Fire Prevention in the Fire Department 
in the City of Lansing on June 1, 1940; 
such bureau shall be operated under the 
supervision of the Chief of Fire Depart- 
ment and the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners who shall designate an offi- 
cer or member of the Fire Department as 
Head of the Bureau of Fire Prevention. 


The Chief of the Fire Department may 
detail such other members of the Fire 
Department as Inspectors in this bureau as 
shall from time to time be necessary. 


It shall be the duty of the Head of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention to enforce all 
laws and ordinances which are now in 
effect and which the City Council of the 
City of Lansing shall in the future enact 
pertaining to (1) The prevention of fires, 
(2) The elimination of fire hazards, (3) 
The inspection of public buildings, fac- 
tories, schools, hotels, lodging houses. 
hospitals, churches, halls, theatres, and all 
other places in which numbers of persons 
work, live, or congregate from time to 
time for any purpose. He shall investi- 
gate the causes, origin, and circumstances 
of fires whenever deemed necessary. 


The Head of the Fire Prevention Bureau 
shall make monthly reports in writing to 
the Chief of the Fire Department and an 
annual report to the Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners of the activities of his 
division. He shall keep on file in his 
office all records of inspection, reports of 
fire hazards and suspicious fires. He shall 
be charged with the duty of carrying out 
Fire Prevention Week in Lansing. During 
Fire Prevention Week annually, there shall 
be a general inspection of buildings, stores, 
theatres, and schools, under the direction 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau by all mem- 
bers of the Fire Department. He shall 
give full co-operation to the Fire Marshal’s 
Division of the Michigan State Police. 


His title of office shall be that of Head 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau, of the Fire 
Department of the City of Lansing, and 
he shall be subordinate in rank to the 
Chief and the Assistant Chiefs of the Fire 
Department and shall receive an annual 
salary of $2,300 a year; this latter being 
subject to change by the Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners.

ORDINANCE 


Alderman Crego introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
‘Committee on Ordinances. 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE SALE, LICENSING AND REGU- 
LATION OF BICYCLES IN THE CITY 
OF LANSING. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Effect of Regulations. (a) It 
is a misdemeanor for any person to do 
any act forbidden or fail to perform any 
act required in this article. 
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(b}) The parent of any child and the 
guardian of any ward shall not authorize 
or knowingly permit any such child or 
ward to violate any of the provisions of 
this article. 


(c) These regulations applicable to bi- 
cycles shall apply whenever a bicycle is 
operated upon any street or upon any 
public path set aside for the exclusive use 
of bicycles subject to those exceptions 
stated herein. 


Section 2. Definition of the term “Bi- 
cycle.” Every device propelled by human 
power upon which any person may ride, 
having two tandem wheels either of which 
is over twenty inches in diameter. 


Section 3. License Required. No per- 
son who resides within this city shall ride 
or propel a bicycle on any street or upon 
any public path set aside for the exclusive 
use of bicycles unless such bicycle has 
been licensed and a license plate is at- 
tached thereto as provided herein. 


Section 4. License Application. Appli- 
cation for a bicycle license and license 
plate shall be made upon a form provided 
by the city and shall be made to the Chief 
of Police. An annual license fee of 
twenty-five cents (25c) shall be paid to 
the city before each license or renewal 
thereof is granted. 


Section 5. Issuance of License. (a) 
The Chief of Police upon receiving proper 
application therefor is authorized to issue 
a bicyele license which shall be effective 
until January 1, 1942. Thereafter licenses 
shall be issued annually. 


(b) The Chief of Police shall not issue 
a license for any bicycle when he knows or 
has reasonable ground to believe that the 
applicant is not the owner of or entitled 
to the possession of such bicycles. 


(c) The Chief of Police shall keep a rec- 
ord of the number of each license, the 
date issued, the name of the person to 
whom issued and the number on the frame 
of the bicycle for which issued. Each bi- 
cycle shall also be given a police depart- 
ment serial number. 


Section 6. Attachment of License Plate. 
(a) The Chief of Police upon issuing a 
bicycle license shall also issue a_ license 
‘plate bearing the license number assigned 
to the bicycle, the name of the city and 
the calendar year for which issued. 


(b) The Chief of Police shall cause such 
license plate to be firmly attached to the 
rear mudguard or frame of the bicycle 
for which issued in such position as to be 
plainly visible from the rear. 


(c) No person shall remove a_ license 
plate from a bicycle during the period for 
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which issued except upon a transfer of 
ownership or in the event the bicycle is 
dismantled and no longer operated upon 
any street in this city. 


Section 7. Inspection of Bicycles. The 
Chief of Police shall inspect each bicycle 
before licensing the same and shall refuse 
a license for any bicycle which he deter- 
mines is in unsafe mechanical condition. 


Section 8. Renewal of License. Upon 
the expiration of any bicycle license the 
same may be renewed upon application 
and payment of the same fee as upon an 
original application. 


Section 9. Transfer of Ownership. Up- 
on the sale or other transfer of a licensed 
bicycle the licensee shall remove _ the 
license plate and shall either surrender the 
same to the Chief of Police or may upon 
proper application but without payment 
of additional fee have said plate assigned 
to another bicycle owned by the applicant. 


Section 10. Rental Agencies. A rental 
agency shall not rent or offer any bicycle 
for rent unless the bicycle is licensed and 
a license plate is attached thereto as pro- 
. vided herein and such bicycle is equipped 
with the lamps and other equipment re- 
quired in this article. 


Section 11. Bicycle Dealers. Every 
person engaged in the business of buying 
or selling new or secondhand bicycles shall 
make a report to the Chief of Police of 
every bicycle purchased or sold by such 
dealer, giving the name and address of 
the person from whom purchased or to 
whom sold, a description of such bicycle 
by name or make, the frame number there- 
of and the number of the license plate if 
any, found thereon, and, in case of a 
secondhand bicycle, the serial number of 
the Lansing Police Department. 


Section 12. Traffic Laws Apply to Per- 
sons Riding Bicycles. Every person oper- 
ating a bicycle upon a roadway shall be 
subject to the provisions of the traffic 
ordinances of this city applicable to the 
driver of a vehicle except as to special 
regulations in this article and except as 
to those provisions of the ordinances which 
by their nature can have no application. 


Section 13. Obedience to Traffic Con- 
trol Devices. (a) Any person operating 
a bicycle shall obey the instructions of 
official traffic signals, signs and other 
control devices applicable to vehicles, un- 
less otherwise directed by a police officer. 


(b) Whenever authorized signs are 
erected indicating that no right or left 
or “U” turn is permitted, no person oper- 
ating a bicycle shall disobey the direction 
of any such sign, except where such per- 
son dismounts from the bicycle to make 
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such turn, in “which event such person 
shall then obey the regulations applicable 
to pedestrians. 


Section 14. Riding on Bicycles. (a) A 
person operating a bicycle shall not ride 
other than upon or astride the permanent 
and regular seat attached thereto, nor 
carry any other person upon such bicycle 
other than upon a firmly attached and 
regular seat thereon, nor shall any person 
ride upon a bicycle other than as above 
authorized. 


(b) No bicycle shall be used to carry 
more persons at one time than the number 
for which it is designed and equipped. 


Section 15. Speed. No person shall 
operate a bicycle at a speed greater than 
is reasonable and prudent under the condi- 
tions than existing. 


Section 16. Riding on Right. Every 
person operating a bicycle upon a road- 
way shall ride as near to the right hand 
side of the roadway as practicable, exer- 
cising due care when passing a standing 
vehicle or one proceeding in the same 
direction, 


Section 17. Emerging from Alley or — 


Driveway. The operator of. a_ bicycle 
emerging from an alley, driveway or 
building, shall, upon approaching a side- 
walk or the sidewalk area extending across 
any alley way, yield the right of way to 
all pedestrians approaching on said side- 
walk or sidewalk area, and upon entering 
the roadway shall yield the right of way to 


all vehicles approaching on said roadway.. 


Section 18. Clinging to Vehicles. No 
person riding upon any bicycle shall at- 
tach the same or himself to any street car 
or vehicle upon a roadway. 


Section 19. Riding in a Group. Per- 
sons operating bicycles upon a roadway 


shall ride single-file except on paths or: 


parts of roadways set aside for the exclu- 
sive use of bicycles. 


Section 20. Carrying Articles. No per- 
son operating a bicycle shall carry any 
package, bundle or article which prevents 
the rider from keeping both hands upon 
the handle bars. 


Section 21. Parking. No person shall 
park a bicycle upon a street other than 
upon the roadway against the curb or upon 
a sidewalk in a rack to support the bi- 
cycle or against a building or at the curb 
in such manner as to afford the least ob- 
struction to pedestrian traffic. 


Section 22. Bicycle Paths. Wherever a 
usable path for bicycles has been provided 
adjacent to a roadway bicycle riders shall 
use such path and shall not use the road- 
way. 
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Section 23. Riding on Sidewalks. (a) 
No person shall ride a bicycle upon a side- 
walk within a business district. 


(b) The Chief of Police is authorized to 
erect signs on any sidewalk or roadway 
prohibiting the riding of bicycles thereon 


by any person and when such signs are 
in place no person shall disobey the same.: 


(c) No person shall ride a bicycle on: 


Washington Avenue between Shiawassee 
and Kalamazoo Streets or between Capitol 
Avenue and Grand Street on Ionia, Oattwa, 
Michigan, Allegan and Washtenaw Streets. 


(d) Whenever any person is riding a 
bicycle upon a sidewalk, such person shall 
yield the right of way to any pedestrian 
and shall give audible signal before over- 
taking and passing such pedestrian. 


Section 24. Lamps and _ Reflectors. on. 


Bicycles. Every bicycle when in use at 
night time shall be equipped with a lamp 
on the front which shall emit a white | ght 
visible from a distance of at least five 


hundred (500) feet to the front and with: 
a red refiector on the rear which shall be 


visible from all distances from fifty (50) 


feet to three hundred (300) feet to the rear’ 


when directly in front of a lawful upper 
beams of headlamps on a motor vehicle. A 
lamp emitting a red light visible from a 
distance of five hundred (500) feet to the 
rear may be used in addition to the red 
reflector. 


Section 25. Audible Signal on Bicycle. . 


No person shall operate a bicycle unless 
it is equipped with a bell or other device 
capable of giving a signal audible for a 
distance of at least one hundred (100) 
feet, except that a bicycle shall not be 
equipped with nor shall any ‘person use 
upon a bicycle any siren or whistle. 


Section 26. Brakes on Bicycles. Every 
bicycle shall be equipped with a brake 
which will enable the operator to make the 
braked wheel skid on a dry, level, clean 
pavement. h Coe 


Section 27. Penalties. Every person 
convicted of a violation of any provision 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than Ten Dollars or by 
imprisonment for not more than ten days 
or by removal and detention of the license 
plate from such person’s bicycle for a 
period not to exceed ninety days of by 
impounding of such person’s bicycle for a 
period not to exceed ninety days or by any 
combination thereof.

May 28, 1940. 


To the Mayor and City Council, 
Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen: 


Suit has been commenced in the Circuit 
Court for the County of Ingham, In 
Chancery, by a property owner on Logan 
Street, against the City of Lansing and 
two individuals, as defendants. 


When Charles Kudner’s subdivision was 
platted in 1892 there was a serious short- 
age in the entire plat due to the fact this 
plat had been laid out from the center of 
Logan Street rather than from the west- 
erly line of that street. The plat provided 
for a twenty foot alley parallel to Logan 
Street between Hyland Street and Maple 
Street. The addition of this alley to the 
adjoining lots would aid materially in cor- 
recting the shortage. The present suit is 
brought to obtain an adjudication that the 
City of Lansing does not have any right 
or interest in or to this alley and to add 
the area embraced in the alley to certain 


, adjoining lots in certain proportions. 


The City Engineer advises me that the 
city has no interest in the alley. I also 
find that the alley was vacated by resolu- 
tion of the City Council on November 28, 
1921, under the recital that the alley was 
of no particular benefit to the public. Un- 
der these circumstances, I feel that there 
is no need of contesting the action so far 
as the city is concerned and will act ac- 
cordingly unless instructed to the contrary. 
Probably the situation should be referred 
to the Committee on Streets for its con- 
sideration.

I beg to report that the sum of $9,327.23, 
which includes interest .and court costs, 


-has been recovered from the Sureties on

The 
origin of the litigation in this matter 
arose out of the failure to collect the 
personal property taxes for 1932 on the 
capital stock of the Capital National Bank.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. L. J. Smith introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 


the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 3 of the 
Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance to regu- 
late and restrict the location of trades and 
industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings here- 
after erected or altered, to regulate and 
limit the percentage of lot occupancy, and 
to regulate and determine the area .of 
yards, courts and other open spaces sur- 
rounding buildings, to limit and _ restrict 
the maximum number: of families which 
may be housed in dwellings hereafter 
erected or altered, and for said purposes 
to divide the city into districts and pre- 
scribe penalties for the violation of its 
provisions.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 3 of the Ordinance 
entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and indus- 
tries and the location of buildings designed 
for specified uses, to regulate and limit the 
height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and limit 
the percentage of lot occupancy, and to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide 
the city into districts and prescribe penal- 
ties for the violation of its provisions,’’ is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 3. ‘‘A’’ Residence District. 

In the ‘‘A’”? Residence District no build- 
ing or premises shall be used and no build- 
ings shall be hereafter erected or altered 
unless otherwise provided in this Ordi- 
nance, except for one or more of the 
following uses: 

1. One and two family dwellings. 

2. Group houses. 

8. Churches and temples. 


4. Schools and colleges. 
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5. Libraries. 
6. Farming and truck gardening. 


7. A garage for storage purpose only 
and for the exclusive use of occupants of 
the premises when located not less than 
fifty (50) feet from all street lines. 


8. Accessory buildings incidental to the 
above uses and located on the same lot 
(not involving the conduct of a _ retail 
business) including one private stable, 
when located not less than fifty (50) feet 
from the front lot line or in a fire-proof 
compartment as a part of the main build- 
ing, providing that any barn, stable, 
chicken coop or other building or enclosure 
used for the purpose of securing or keep- 
ing animals or poultry is not nearer than 
thirty feet to any street line or to any 
dwelling and including also home occupa- 
tions engaged in by the occupants of a 
dwelling not involving the conduct of a 
retail business on the premises and includ- 
ing the office of the occupant for a trade, 
profession or occupation when situated in 
the same dwelling or apartment used by 
such occupant as his or her private dwell- 
ing.

An Ordinance to amend Section 8 of the 
Ordinance entitled, ““An Ordinance to regu- 
late, control and license the sale, storage, 
delivery and distriubtion of food within the 
City of Lansing and to provide for the 
inspection of restaurants, lunch stands, 
cafes, dining rooms, ice cream parlors, 
public or private markets, stalls, shops, 
stores, storehouses, cold storage plants, 
carts, wagons, where fish, oysters, birds, 
fowl, vegetables, fruits, milk, ices, bever- 
ages, or any other provision intended for 
consumption by human beings is manu- 
factured, held, kept, stored, or offered for 
sale, disposition, or other distribution as 
food for human beings.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 
Section 1. Section 8 of the Ordinance 


entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance to regulate, control 
and license the sale, storage, delivery and 
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distribution of food within the City of 
Lansing and to provide for the inspection 
of restaurants, lunch stands, cafes, dining 
rooms, ice cream parlors, public or private 
markets, stalls, shops, stores, storehouses, 
cold storage plants, carts, wagons, where 
fish, oysters, birds, fowl, vegetables, fruits, 
milk, ices, beverages, or any other provi- 
sion intended for consumption by human 
beings) is manufactured, held, kept, stored, 
or offered for sale, disposition, or other dis- 
tribution as food for human beings,’’ is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 8. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to display 
or expose any sugar, dates, candy, cookies, 
pickles, olives, sauer kraut, jelly, peanut 
butter, lard, or any like products, intended 
for human consumption, unless the recep- 
tacles in which such products are contained 
shall be kept covered. It shall be unlawful 
to display or expose any berries, grapes, 
lettuce, celery, or other vegetables, which 
vegetables are intended to be eaten raw, 
unless the same be protected from con- 
tamination. It shall be unlawful to display 
or expose any food stuff, vegetables, fruits, 
or farm products of any kind, in the open 
space in front of, or at the side of any 
building, or in or near any open window 
or doorway, or in any street, private way, 
or public place in the City of Lansing: 
Provided, that this section shall not apply 
to the sale of food stuffs at the City 
Market, or in wagons, or other vehicles 
from which food stuffs are peddled by 
licensed food peddlers where license is 
required. 


Committee on Ordinances introduced the 
following Ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance to amend Section 4 of: the 
Ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance relative 
to the licensing of those who intend to 
engage in and carry on the business of 
selling and exposing for sale, goods, wares, 
and merchandise, and/or manufacturing 
within the City of Lansing.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 4 of the Ordinance 
entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance relative to the 
licensing of those who intend to engage in 
and carry on the business of selling and 
exposing for sale, goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, and/or manufacturing within the 
City of Lansing,’ is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 4. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, having paid the license fee as pro- 
vided in Section 3 of this Ordinance and 
having discontinued to do business and 
having removed all their goods, fixtures, 
equipment, etc., out of the City of Lansing, 
prior to the first day of July of any year, 
may receive a rebate from the City of such 
part of the license fee, as the number of 
full months from the cessation of business 
and removal of the property up to the first 
day of July following, compares to the 
total number of months for which the 
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license was paid, and in all cases said 
Council, shall, by resolution, direct the 
Mayor and Clerk of the City of Lansing, 
to draw a warrant on the City Treasurer, 
in favor of such licensee, for any sum to 
be so rebated; provided, however, that the 
amount to be retained by the City shall in 
no case be less than 25% of the amount 
of such license fee so paid. 


If such person, firm or corporation shall 
still be doing business at the first day of 
July, following the payment of said license 
fee, and the assessors shall have placed 
said person, firm or corporation on the 
regular assessment and tax roll of the 
City for that calendar year, in the same 
manner as all other businesses in the City 
are assessed, the Mayor and Clerk of the 
City shall draw a warrant on the City 
Treasurer in favor of said Treasurer for 
such sum as that portion of the license 
fee would be for the time after May Ist 
and before July lst, and the City Treasurer 
shall credit such sum to the current year’s 
taxes of said person, firm or corporation, 
and thereafter they shall pay taxes instead 
of license fees.

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REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 
August 6, 1940. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Members of 
the City Council, 
City of Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen : 


Sometime ago the President of this Board 
appointed a special committee to determine 
the advisability of establishing a Fire 
Prevention Bureau in our City Fire Depart- 
ment. This task we have done and we 
feel that it is functioning to the best of 
its ability. 


In this day, when we should be ever 
watchful of the possibility of sabotage and 
‘fifth column’ activities in our city and 
perhaps especially so in Lansing because 
it is an industrial center, we feel that this 
bureau can be and is one of our first 
lines of defense against any underhanded 
activity in our city. 


It has long been apparent to you gentle- 
men, no doubt, that our existing fire laws 
and ordinances are somewhat weak and 
inadequate. Therefore, with the assistance 
of Chief Lefke of the Fire Department, we 
have obtained the copy of a model fire 
ordinance for a city the size of Lansing 
from the National Board ‘of Fire Under- 
writers for any city the size of Lansing. 


From Chief Lefke we have learned that 
this ordinance is complete in every respect 
and would make the city’s fire ordinances 
very modern and up-to-date. We . also 
have an opinion from City Attorney, 
Joseph W. Planck, that this ordinance 
would be complete in its effect, but, if 
adopted only by reference it might not be 
authoritative. However, he states that if 
the City Council would care to have this 
ordinance printed and adopted after thor- 
ough study, it would give the city what 
is desired in the preventions of fire hazards. 


We feel that the adoption of this ordi- 
nance would make the City of Lansing just 
a little safer and a better place to live. It 
is for this reason that we are referring 
this communication to your honorable body 
along with a copy of the proposed model 


ordinance and the City Attorney’s opinion 


concerning the same and humbly asking 
that it be referred to the Committee on 
Ordinances of the City Council for serious 
consideration.

Gentlemen : 


The City Attorney and City Engineer 
report that the Pere Marquette Railway 
Company is agreeable to the removal of 
the present center-of-the-street flashing 
light signal at the Kalamazoo Street cross- 
ing and the installation of  side-of-the- 
street flashing light signals to be equipped 
with cantilever bracket signal, providing 
the work is carried out under the Statue 
whereby the City of Lansing would bear 
one-half of the cost of the work and con- 
tribute $10 per month towards mainte- 
nance. The estimated cost of installation 
is $2,200, plus expense of removing the 


~ 
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present signals and restoring the pavement, 
which they estimate would cost $75 more. 
We have received a copy of plan showing 
the proposed alteration. 


Similarly, the Michigan Central Railroad 
Company is agreeable to making a similar 
change at Kalamazoo Street. The Rail- 
road Company estimates the cost of this 
work at $1,278.37 and furnishes a plan of 
the proposed changes. 


The City Council also desired the center- 
of-the-street crossing signal of the New 
York Central Railroad at Washington Ave- 
nue and Mt. Hope Avenue removed and 
side-of-the-street signals installed. The 
Railroad Company had previously filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission a re- 
quest to discontinue this line south of 
Lansing. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission refused the request but we under- 
stand that a re-hearing is pending or ap- 
plied for. If successful there will no 
longer be a through train service from 
Lansing to Albion on this branch and the 
train movements from Mt. Hope and 
Washington Avenues will be switch move- 
ments, which will be flagged by the train 
crews. In that case any flashing light sig- 
nals will be unnecessary. The Railroad 
Company desires to await the final out- 
come of their efforts in this respect before 
incuring the expense involved in changing 
the signals. 


These suggestions seem to us reasonable 
and proper and we so recommend.

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ORDINANCES 


THE CITY PLANNING COMMITTEE 
introduced the following Ordinance which 
was read a first and second time by its title 
and referred to the Committee on Ordi- 
nances: 


AN ORDINANCE CREATING A CITY 
PLAN COMMISSION. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. A City Plan Commission is 
hereby created under and pursuant to Act 
285 of the Public Acts of 1931. 


Section 2. The Commission shall consist 
of the mayor, an administrative officer se- 
lected by the mayor, a member of the 
council selected by it, and six persons, one 
of whom may be a member of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, all six appointed by the 
mayor, subject to the approval by a ma- 
jority vote of the council. All members 
of the commission shall serve as such with- 
out compensation and the appointed mem- 
bers shall hold no other municipal office 
except that one of such appointed mem- 
bers may be a member of the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment or Appeals. The 
terms of ex-officio members shall _ corre- 
spond to their respective official tenures, 
except that the term of the administra- 
tive official selected by the mayor _§ shall 
terminate with the term of the mayor se- 
lecting him. The term of each appointed 
member, where six are appointed, shall be 
three years or until his successor takes 
office except that the respective terms of 
two of the members first appointed shall be 
for one year and two for two years. Mem- 
bers other than the member selected by 
council may, after public hearing, be re- 
moved by the mayor for inefficiency, neg- 
lect of duty, or malfeasancé in _ office. 
Council may for like cause remove. the 
member selected by it. Vacancies  oc- 
curring otherwise than through the expi- 
ration of term shall be filled for the un- 
expired term by the mayor in the case of 
members selected or appointed by him, by 
council in the case of the councilmanic 
member. The mayor shall also appoint 
a council. sub-committee to consist of three 
members of the city council who shall hold 
office for the term of one year. The mem- 
bers of the sub-committee shall have notice 
of all meetings of the commission and at- 
tend such meetings but shall have no vote 
upon any matter before the commission. 


Section 3. The commission shall elect ‘its 
chairman from amongst the appointed 
members and create and fill such other- of 
its offices as it may determine. The term 
of chairman shall be one year, with eligi- 
bility for re-election. The commission shali 
hold at least one regular meeting in each 
month. It shall adopt rules for transaction 
of business and shall keep a record of its 
resolutions, transactions, findings, and 
determinations, which record shall be a 
public record. 

\ 

Section 4. The commission may appoint 
such employees as it may deem necessary 
for its work, whose appointment, pro- 
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motion, demotion and removal shall be sub- 
ject to the same provisions of law as 
govern other corresponding civil employees 
of the municipality. The commission may 
also contract with city planners, engineers, 
architects, and other consultants for such 
services as it may require. The expendi- 
tures of the commission, exclusive of gifts, 
shall be within the amounts appropriated 
for the purpose by council, which shall 
provide the funds, equipment, and accom- 
modations necessary for the commission’s 
work. 


Section 5. It shall be the function and 
duty of the commission to make and adopt 
a master plan for the physical development 
of the municipality, including any areas 
outside of its boundaries which, in the 
commission’s judgment, bear relation to the 
planning of such municipality. Such plan, 
with the accompanying maps, plats, charts, 
and descriptive matter shall show the com- 
mission’s recommendations for the develop- 
ment of said territory, including, among 
other things, the general location, char- 
acter, and extent of streets, viaducts, sub- 
ways, bridges, waterways, waterfronts, 
boulevards, parkways, playgrounds, and 
open spaces the general location of public 
buildings and other public property, and 
the general location and extent of public 
utilities and terminals, whether publicly 
or privately owned or operated, for water, 
light, sanitation, transportation, communi- 
cation, power and other purposes; also the 
removal, relocation, widening, narrowing, 
vacating, abandonment, change of use or 
extension of any of the foregoing ways, 
grounds, open spaces, buildings, property. 
utilities or terminals; as well as a zoning 
plan for the control of the height, area, 
bulk, location, and use of buildings and 
premises. The commission may from time 
to time adopt and publish a part or parts 
thereof, any such part to cover one or more 
major sections or divisions of the munici- 
pality or one or more of the aforesaid or 
other functional matters to be included in 
the plan. The commission may from time 
to time amend, extend, or add to the plan. 
In the preparation of such plan the com- 
_mission shall make careful and comprehen- 
sive surveys and studies of present condi- 
tions and future growth of the municipality 
and with due regard to its relation to the 
neighborhood or neighboring territory. The 
plan shall b® made with the general pur- 
pose of guiding and accomplishing a co- 
ordinated, adjusted, and harmonious devel- 
opment of the municipality and its environs 
which will, in accordance with the present 
and future needs, best promote health, 
safety, morals, order, convenience, pros- 
perity, and general welfare, as well as 
efficiency and economy in the process of 
development; including, among other 
things, adequate provision for traffic, the 
promotion of safety from fire and other 
dangers, adequate provision for light and 
air, the promotion of the healthful and 
convenient distribution of population, the 
promotion of good civic design and 
arrangement, wise and efficient expenditure 
of public funds, and the adequate provi- 
sion of public utilities and other public 
requirements. 
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Section 6. The commission may adopt 
the plan as a whole by a single resolution 
or may by successive resolutions adopt 
successive parts of the plan, said parts 
corresponding with major geographical sec- 
tions or divisions of the municipality or 
with functional subdivisions of the subject 
matter of the plan, and may adopt any 
amendment or extension thereof or addi- 
tion thereto. Before the adoption of the 
plan or any such part, amendment, exten- 
sion, or addition the commission shall hold 
at least one public hearing thereon, notice 
of the time and place of which shall be 
given by one publication in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the municipality 
and in the official gazette, if any, of the 
municipality. The adoption of the plan 
or any such part or amendment or exten- 
sion or addition shall be by resolution of 
the commission carried by the affirmative 
votes of not less than six members of the 
commission. The resolution shall refer 
expressly to the maps and the descriptive 
and other matter intended by the commis- 
sion to form the whole or part of the plan, 
and the action taken shall be recorded on 
the map and plan the descriptive matter 
by the identifying signature of the chair- 
man and/or secretary of the commission. 
An attested copy of the plan or part there- 
of shall be certified to council and to the 
county register of deeds. 


Section 7. Whenever the commission © 


shall have adopted the master plan of the 
municipality or of one or more major sec- 
tions or districts thereof no street, square; 
park, or other public way, ground, or open 
space, or public building or structure, shall 
be constructed or authorized in the munici- 
pality or in such planned section and dis- 
trict until the location, character, and 
extent thereof shall have been submitted to 
and approved by the commission; Pro- 
vided, That in case of disapproval the 
commission shall communicate its reasons 
to the council, which shall have the power 
to overrule such disapproval by a recorded 
vote of not less than two-thirds of its 
entire membership; Provided, however, 
That if the public way, ground, space, 
building, structure, or utility be one, the 
authorizing or financing of which does not 
under the law or charter provisions govern- 
ing same, fall within the province of the 
municipal council, then the submission to 
the planning commission shal] be by the 
board, commission, or body having such 
jurisdiction, and the planning commission’s 
disapproval may be overruled by said board, 
commission, or body by a vote of not less 
than two-thirds of its membership. The 
failure of the commission to act within 
sixty days from and after the date of 
official submissign to the commission shall 
be deemed approval. 


Section 8. Whenever the council shall 
have ordered the opening, widening, or 
extension of any street, avenue or boule- 
vard, or whenever the council or other 
legislative body shall have ordered that pro- 
ceedings be instituted for the acquisition 
or enlargement of any park, playground, 
playfield or other public open space, such 
resolution shall not be rescinded until after 
the matter has been referred back to the 
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city planning commission for a report and 
until after a public hearing shall have 
been held. The council shall have the 
power to overrule the recommendation of 
the city planning commission by a vote of 
not less than two-thirds of its entire mem- 
bership. 


Section 9. The commission shall have 
the power to promote public interest in and 
understanding of the plan and to that end 
may publish and distribute copies of the 
plan or of any report and may employ 
such other means of publicity and educa- 
tion as it may determine. Members of the 
commission, when duly authorized by the 
commission, may attend city planning con- 
ferences or meetings of city planning insti- 
tutes, or hearings upon pending city plan- 
ning legislation, and the commission may, 
by resolution spread upon its minutes, pay 
the reasonable traveling expenses incident 
to such attendance. The commission shall, 
from time to time, recommend to _ the 
appropriate public officials programs for 
public structures and improvements and 
for the financing thereof. It shall be part 
of its duties to consult and advise with 
public officials and agencies, public utility 
companies, civic, educational, professional, 
and other organizations, and with citizens 
with relation to the protecting or carrying 
out the plan. The commission shall have 
the right to accept and use gifts for the 
exercise of its functions. All public offi- 
cials shall, upon request, furnish to the 
commission, within a reasonable time, such 
available information as it may require for 
its work. The commission, its members, 
officers, and employees, in the performance 
of their functions, may enter upon any 
land and make examinations and surveys 
and place and maintain necessary monu- 
ments, and marks thereon. In general, the 
commission shall have such powers as may 
be necessary to enable it to fulfill its 
functions, promote municipal planning, or 
carry out the purposes of this act. 


Section 10. The commission shall have 
all powers heretofore granted by law to 
the zoning commission of the municipality, 
and from and after the creation of a plan- 
ning commission in such municipality, all 
powers and records of the zoning commis- 
sion shall be transferred to the planning 
commission; Provided, However, That in 
the event that the existing zoning commis- 
sion shall be nearing the completion of its 
zoning plan, council may, by resolution, 
postpone the said transfer of the zoning 
commission’s powers until the completion 
of such zoning plan; but such postpone- 
ment shall not exceed a period of one year. 


Section 11. Whenever the planning com- 
mission shall have. adopted that sort of a 
master plan relating to the major street 
system of the territory within its subdivi- 
sion jurisdiction or part thereof, and shall 
have filed a certified copy of such plan in 
the office of the county register of deeds 
of the county in which such territory or 
part is located, then no plat of a subdivi- 
sion of land within such territory or part 
chall be filed or recorded until it shall have 
been approved by such planning commis- 
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sion and such approval entered in writing 
on the plat by the chairman or secretary 
of the commission. 


Section 12. Before exercising the powers 
referred to in the preceding section, the 
planning commission shall adopt regula- 
tions governing the subdivision of land 
within its jurisdiction. Such regulations 
may provide for the proper arrangement 
of streets in relation to other existing or 
planned streets and to the master plan, for 
adequate and convenient open spaces for 
traffic, utilities, access of fire fighting 
apparatus, recreation, light and air, and 
for the avoidance of congestion of popula- 
tion, including minimum width and area 
of lots. Such regulations may include pro- 
visions as to the extent to which. streets 
and other ways shall be graded and im- 
proved and to which water and sewer and 
other utility mains, piping, or other facili- 
ties shall be installed as a condition prece- 
dent to the approval of the plat. The 
regulations or practice of the commission 
may. provide for a tentative approval of the 
plat previous to such installation; but any 
such tentative approval shall be revocable 
and shall not be entered on the plat. In 
lieu of the completion of such improve- 
ments and utilities prior to the final ap- 
proval of the plat, the commission may 
accept a bond with surety to secure to 
the municipality the actual construction 
and installation of such improvements or 
utilities at a time and according to speci- 
fications fixed by or in accordance with 
the regulations of the commission. The 
municipality is hereby granted the power 
to enforce such bond by all appropriate 
legal and equitable remedies. All such 
regulations shall be published as provided 
by law for the publication of ordinances, 
and before adoption, a public hearing shall 
be held thereon. A copy therof shall be 
certified by the commission to the recorders 
of the counties in which the municipality 
and territory are located. 


Section 13. The planning commission 
shall approve, modify or disapprove a plat 
within sixty days after the submission 


thereof to it; otherwise such plat shall be - 


deemed to have been approved, and a cer- 
tificate to that effect shall be issued by 
the commission on demand: Provided, how- 
ever, That the applicant for the commis- 
sion’s approval may waive this requirement 
and consent to an extension of such period. 
The ground of disapproval of any plat 
shall be stated upon the records of the 
commission. Any plat submitted to the 
commission shall contain the name and 
address of a person to whom notice of a 
hearing shall be sent; and no plat shall 
be acted on by the commission without 
affording a hearing thereon. Notice shall 
be sent to the said address by registered 
mail of the time and place of such hearing 
not less than five days before the date fixed 
therefor. Similar notice shall be mailed 
to the owners of land immediately adjoin- 
ing the platted land, as their names appear 
upon the plats in the county auditor’s office 
and their addresses appear in the directory 
of the municipality or on the tax records 
of the municipality or county. Every plat 
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approved by the commission shall, by virtue 
of such approval, be deemed to be an 
amendment of or an addition to or a detail 
of the municipal plan and a part thereof. 
Approval of a plat shall not be deemed to 
constitute or effect an acceptance by the 
public of any street or other’ open space 
shown upon the plat. The planning com- 
‘mission may, from time to time, recom- 
mend to council amendment of the zoning 
ordinance or map or additions thereto to 
conform to the commission’s recommenda- 
tions for the zoning regulation of the 
territory comprised within approved sub- 
divisions. The commission shall have the 
power to agree with the applicant upon 
use, height, area or bulk requirements or 
restrictions governing buildings and prem- 
ises within the subdivision, provided such 
requirements or restrictions do not author- 
ize the violation of the then effective zon- 
ing ordinance of the municipality. Such 
requirements or restrictions shall be stated 
upon the plat prior to the approval and 
recording thereof and shall have the same 
force of law and be enforceable in the 
same manner and with the same sanctions 
and penalties and subject to the same 
power of amendment or repeal as though 
set out as part of the zoning ordinance or 
map of the municipality. 


Section 14. Sections of this ordinance 
shall be deemed to be severable and should 
any section or provision of this ordinance 
be. declared by the court to be unconstitu- 
tionally invalid, the same shall not affect 
the validity of this ordinance as a whole or 
any part thereof, other than the part so 
declared to be unconstitutional or invalid.

ORDINANCES 


Alderman Russell introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 85 of 
the ordinance entitled ““An Ordinance regu- 
lating traffic upon the public streets of the 
City of Lansing and repealing Ordinance 
No. 167 and all other ordinances and sec- 
tions of ordinances in conflict herewith.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 85 of the Ordinance 
entitled “‘An Ordinance regulating traffic 
upon the public streets of the City of Lan- 
sing and repealing Ordinance No. 167 and 
all other ordinances and sections of ordi- 
nances in conflict herewith,” is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 85. (a) It shall be unlawful to 
operate on Beech Street any vehicle other 
than are designated and used primarily for 
the carrying of persons; provided that said 
street may at all times be used by motor 
vehicles carrying the United States mails; 
provided further, that said street may be 
used by other vehicles for the purpose of 
delivering goods or merchandise to or re- 
ceiving the same from premises located 
along said street and not otherwise ac- 
cessible. 


(b) When, and in the event, the city 
council shall indicate by signs upon any 
street the capacity of the load of a vehi- 
cle which may be used upon said street, it 
shall be unlawful for any person to oper- 
ate a vehicle upon such street loaded to a 
capacity greater than indicated upon said 
signs, except for the purpose of delivering 
or picking up materials or merchandise. 


(c) No traction engine or tractor having 
lugs attached to its wheels, shall ‘be run 
over, be propelled or operated upon any 
paved or black-topped street within the 
city.

The following action was taken by the

‘Members of the Police and Fire Board 
Committee, 


Gentlemen: 


The Committee on Automobile and Ap- 
paratus of this board met on October 17 
with Chief Delfs and Master Mechanic 
Seymour and made a tour of inspection of 
the apparatus and equipment of the Fire 
Department. We find that the Reo ladder 
truck, which was purchased in 1934, and 
was equipped at that time with the old 
ladders from a previously decommissioned 
truck, is rapidly becoming unfit for active 
service. This apparatus was not built for 
heavy ‘fire duty in the first place. 


We had planned to ask in our 1941-42 
budget for an appropriation to purchase 
a new city service ladder truck. We now 
find that the fire apparatus corporations 
are being swamped with government orders 
and it may take some four or five months 
to build such a piece of equipment. With 
this fact in mind, we recommend asking 
the Ways and Means Committee of the City 
Council if it might not be possible to ob- 
tain authorization to order this piece of 
equipment immediately, which would mean 
that we could have the truck at our dis- 
posal April 15, 1941. 


We do not have now in our department 
a good first line reserve ladder truck, and 
we feel that the city is large enough to 
maintain this. In case of a serious con- 
flagration, we would have to call on such 
a piece of equipment to back up our first 
line of fire fighting defense. Our old aerial 
truck is far too unsafe for even this, but 
we do feel that with this new added equip- 
ment in the department we could place the 
old Reo ladder truck in reserve, and it 
would serve that purpose very well. 


The cost of a new modern truck with 
the. latest safety features will be about 
$15,800, and we should like to plan»: to 
spread this payment over a period of three 
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years, which would amount to approxi- 
mately $5,200 per year. 


Lansing always has had and we hope 
always will continue to have, the best fire 
equipment available, and we feel that a 
long range replacement program for obso- 
lete apparatus will pay dividends to the 
city. With these facts in mind, the com- 
mittee earnestly recommends that a com- 
munication be referred to the City Coun- 
cil, asking for the authorization to order 
this piece of equipment for the Fire De- 
partment before the manufacturers are too 
filled up with national defense orders to 
be able to answer our needs.

MEMORIAL RESOLUTION 


George E. Osborn, recently deceased at 
the age of 93 years, was born near the 
village of Lincoln, Maine. In 1863, at the 
age of 15, he enlisted in Company A, Ist 
Main Heavy Artillery, and served with that 
regiment to the end of the Civil War. The 
regiment, a part of the Army of the Poto- 
mac, was in numerous battles and engage- 
ments, including the Battle of the Wilder- 
ness. It was held in reserve at Gettysburg 
and paraded before President Lincoln in 
the Grand Review of the armies held in 
Washington at the end of the war. 


After receiving his honorable discharge 
from the Union army, Mr. Osborn home- 
steaded in Minnesota for a number of 
years and later worked in Michigan lum- 
ber camps, then at the peek of activity. He 
came to Lansing in 1930. 


Resolved, that the Council of the City of 
Lansing, mindful of the loyal service to 
the nation of the veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, does hereby mem- 
orialize and commemorate the life of 
George E. Osborn. He was the last but 
one of Lansing’s Civil War veterans. With 
infinite regret and the deepest respect and 
veneration, the people of Lansing have 
noted the dwindling ranks of “the boys in 
blue.” They knew that human liberty and 
freedom were worth fighting: for and by 
their blood and toil it was preserved to us. 
They will live forever in the memory of 
Americans.

ORDINANCES 


Alderman Dell introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and refered to Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


PROPOSED ORDINANCE FOR THE 
GRANTING OF FRANCHISE 


AN ORDINANCE granting to Inter 
City Coach Lines Company, a Michigan 
Corporation, its successors and assigns, the 
right to own and operate a city bus trans- 
portation system for hire within, through 
and from place to place about the City 
of Lansing, for a period of fifteen (15) 
years and to repeal all other ordinances or 
parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith. 


The City of Lansing ordains that: 


DEFINITION OF TERMS. 
The term ‘“‘Company” shall mean Inter City 
Coach Lines Company, a corporation or- 
ganized and existing under the laws of 
the State of Michigan, and its successors 
and assigns. The term ‘City’ shall mean 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, a Michigan 
Municipal Corporation, except when used 
in a territorial sense, when it shall be held 
to mean and include not only the present 
corporate limits of the City of Lansing, 
but the corporate limits as they may here- 
after be extended. The term “City Coun- 
cil” shall mean the present governing body 
of the City or the incumbents of any offices 
hereafter created by law or by charter, 
performing similar functions. The term 
“Streets’”” means the _ streets, avenues, 
alleys, bridges and other public places in 
the city however they may be designated. 


Section 2. NATURE AND TERM OF 
GRANT. The authority, right and privi- 
lege of operating motor vehicles within the 
City of Lansing upon and over the roads, 
streets, avenues, alleys, highways and pub- 
lic places within -the limits of the City 
of Lansing as now constituted or as here- 
inafter lawfully extended during the 
period of the grant herein, for the pur- 
pose of transporting passengers for hire 
within, through and from place to place 
about the City of Lansing be and hereby is 
granted and secured to Inter City Coach 
Lines Company, a Michigan Corporation, 


Section 1. 
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its successors and assigns, for a period of 
fifteen (15) years from date on which it 
shall become effective as provided in Sec- 
tion 17, hereof, subject to the terms, condi- 
tions and restrictions hereinafter men- 
tioned. 


S-E-R-V-I-C-E 


Section 3. BUSES OR VEHICLES. The 
character and type of transportation equip- 
ment shall consist of motor buses propelled 
by power generated by gasoline, crude oil, 
electricity or otherwise. The Company 
shall provide and maintain sufficient motor 
bus equipment to furnish reasonable trans- 
portation service and shall maintain the 
same in a safe, dependable and. sanitary 
condition. 


Section 4. ROUTES AND SCHEDULES. 
Regular motor bus transportation service 
shall be established, operated and regularly 
maintained on the routes established by 
the license therefor in effect on the date 
hereof. Provided, however, that tempo- 
rary rerouting in cases of emergency may 
be made with the approval of the Mayor, 
and the City Council Committee on Trans- 
portation. The City Council may from 
time to time order reasonable and neces- 
sary extensions or eliminations of routes, 
lines or service, any such order to be made 
only after proper notice to the Company 
and after an opportunity for public hear- 
ing thereon. Within thirty days after the 
issuance of any such order the Company 
may question the reasonableness of the ex- 
tension or elimination ordered and- the 
same shall be submitted to a board of 
arbitrators as provided in Section 6 hereof. 
The findings of such board of arbitrators 
shall be final and shall be binding upon 
the parties at interest. Should the said 
board of arbitrators uphold the City Coun- 
cil in ordering such extension or changes, 
the failure of the Company to comply with 
such order within sixty (60) days shall 
constitute a cause for forfeiture of this 
franchise, which may be declared by the 
City Council. Adjustments in schedules 
may be made by the Company as to meet 
varying conditions, subject to Council ap- 
proval. 


Section 5. STOP ZONES. Subject to 
the approval of the City Council, the Com- 
pany may designate bus stops and shall 
have the right to designate the same with 
markers indicating to the traveling public 
where the buses stop. At all such desig- 
nated stops on the motor bus routes of the 
Company, the City shall set aside an ade- 
quate space or zone in which vehicles shall 
not be permitted to interfere with bus 
operations. The City shall also establish 
and enforce such traffic rules and regula- 
tions as shall serve to expedite the move- 
ment of the Company’s buses. 


Section 6. FARES. The maximum fares 
to be charged by the Company for. the 
"tg  p of persons, shall be as fol- 
OWS: 


(a) Policemen and Firemen of the City 
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of Lansing, when in uniform, will 
be carried free. 


(b) All other passengers shall pay an 
original fare of five (5) cents and a 
transfer fare of one cent, provided, 
however, that children under the age 
of six (6) years, when accompanied 
by a fare paying passenger, shall be 
carried free, and further provided 
that children between the ages of 
six (6) and eighteen (18) years, in- 
clusive, attending public schools, 
shall be given free transfers and 
shall be given tokens at a price of 
twenty-five (25) cents aaiali six (6) 
tokens. 


(c) Federal mail carriers, and institu- 
tional] employees may be carried on 
special service tokens to be sold in 
quantity by the Company at the rate 
of five (5) cents per token, such 
tokens shall entitle the rider to a 
free transfer. 


The Company is hereby- prohibited from 
making any unjust discrimination in the 
matter of rates, charges, or character of 
service. 


The maximum rate of fare shall not be 
increased, but may be reduced to a point 
not below such as would bring a fair and 
reasonable rate of return upon the neces- 
sary cash working capital and value of the 
property actually and necessarily used in 
the operation. The method of determin- 
ing such valuation shall be such as is pre- 
scribed in Section 319 of the City Charter 
of the City of Lansing, adopted August 27, 
1912. In the event of contest, question or 
review of councilmanic action relative to 
reduction in rates, Council may. require 
duplicate accounts to be kept of operations 
under such reduced and prior rates. After 
an examination of such accounts and a 
hearing thereon if such reduction is up- 


held, the difference between the income > 


under such prior rates and under such re- 
duced rates is to be turned in to the City 
Treasury. Any reduction in rates shall 
be subject to arbitration as provided in 


Section 334 of the present Charter of the 


City of Lansing. 


The said arbitrators shall be chosen in 
the following manner: The Company, with- 
in ten (10) days after claiming such arbi- 
tration, shall name two (2) arbitrators; 
the Council within ten (10) days after no- 
tice thereof shall name two (2) arbitra- 
tors; within ten (10) days after their ap- 
pointment, the four (4) arbitrators so 
chosen, shal] name a fifth (5th) arbitra- 
tor. If the said arbitrators are unable to 
agree upon a fifth (5th) arbitrator, within 
ten (10) days thereafter, the senior judge 
of the Circuit Court of Ingham County, 
Michigan, shall automatically become said 
fifth (5th) arbitrator. 


Section 7. VALUE. The value of the 
property of this Company within the city, 
and of such portion of the property beyond 
the city limits as is actually and neces- 
sarily used in, belonging to, and a part 
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of the local service, is hereby fixed at the 
sum of three hundred thirty-eight thousand 
four hundred fifty-nine dollars and sixty- 
nine cents ($338,459.69). 


Section 8 REPORTS. The Company 
shall make monthly reports to the City 
Council of the operation of such Company 
during the preceding year. The Council 
shall prescribe the form of reports to be 
made by the said Company, and to what 
accounts and under what heads the differ- 
ent character of items and expenditures 
shall be charged and reported, and shall 
retain the right to supervise the account- 
ing methods used in compiling the said re- 
ports. All the record books, all accounts, 
contracts, vouchers and other documents 
or papers of the Company shall at all 
times during business hours, be open to 
the inspection of the Council, Mayor or 
other representatives of the City author- 
ized by the Council, who may make tran- 
scripts thereof in whole or in part. ~ 


Section 9. INSURANCE. The Company 
shall obtain and file with the City Clerk 
of the City and continue the same in full 
force and effect during the period of this 
grant, a policy or policies of liability in- 
surance or a bond or bonds of indemnity, 
as the Company may elect, conditioned for 
the benefit of persons suffering injury, loss 
or damage to person or property by vir- 
tue of the negligent operation, condition 
or maintenance of motor bus transporta- 
tion equipment by the Company, which 
policy or policies or bond or bonds shall be 
in companies or with sureties to be ap- 
proved by the City Council. Such policy or 
policies or bond or bonds shall be in the 
sum of not less than ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) for the injury or death of 
any one person, and not less than the sum 
of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) for 
the injury or death of all persons affected 
by any one accident, and not less than the 
sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) 
for damage to property in any one acci- 
dent. Such coverage shall be for all trans- 
portation vehicles -used for service herein 
authorized, and shall continue undiminish- 
ed. Insurance or bonds in the amounts not 
less than those specified herein shall be 
in effect during the entire time such mo- 
tor buses are in operation under this 
grant. 


The foregoing provisions of this section 
may be adjusted by agreement between the 
City Council and the Company; provided 
that such adjustments adequately protect 
the public and the City. 


Section 10. COMPANY TO SAVE CITY 
HARMLESS. The Company shall at all 
times save the city harmless from any and 
all damages, lawful claims and demands 
for injury to person or property which 
may be made against the city in any man- 
ner growing out of the maintenance or 
operation or both of such motor buses or 
any equipment of the Company, and in 
case suit shall be filed against the City 
either independently or jointly with the 
Company to recover on account of any 
such claims or damages, the Company on 
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notice to it by the City, shall defend the 
City against such action and in the event 
a judgment shall be obtained against the 
City, either independently of, or jointly 
with, the Company, on account solely of 
the acts of the Company, the Company 
shall pay such judgment with all costs and 
hold the City Harmless therefrom. 


Section 11. FRANCHISE FEES. Com- 
pensation for Franchise. The Company 
shall pay to the City of Lansing on or 
before the 15th day of April of each year 
during the period of this ordinance, the 
sum of thirty-six ($36.00) for each vehicle 
operated in regular service and $5.00 for 
“extras”? and buses used in temporary sit- 
uations under this Francise for the right 
to use the streets, alleys and other public 
thoroughferes as herein granted, the same 
to be in lieu of any kind and all other 
license fees and/or charges now or here- 
after levied on account of the use thereof. 


Section 12. REGULATION OF SAFE- 
TY. The Council may from time to time 
make all regulations which it shall deem 
Necessary to secure, in the most ample 
manner, the safety, welfare, and conveni- 
ence of the public. 


Section 13. RIGHT OF PURCHASE. 
The Company by the acceptance of this 
ordinance hereby grants to the City, and 
the City reserves unto itself, the right at 
the termination of this grant or any re- 
newal thereof, upon giving at least six (6) 
months’ previous notice in writing of its 
intentions so to do, to acquire by purchase, 
the tangible property of the Company with- 
in the City or elsewhere, used in connec- 
tion with the local bus transportation busi- 
ness covered by this ordinance, upon the 
terms and conditions provided in Section 
3827 of the present Charter of the City of 
Lansing. 


Section 14. ASSIGNMENT OF FRAN- 
CHISE. Neither this Franchise nor any 
rights herein shall be assigned, transferred, 
sold, or sub-let, in whole or in part, either 
directly or indirectly, without the express 
consent. of the City Council first obtained 
by ordinance duly enacted. 


Section 15. FORFEITURE. This fran- 
chise may be forfeited by appropriate 
judicial proceedings or the City Council 
may at any time declare a forfeiture of 
this grant for the violation or default by 
the Company of any of the terms thereof, 
provided that none of the terms of this 
grant shall be deemed to be violated so as 
to permit of such forfeiture unless’ the 
Company shall first be given written notice 
of- such violation or default, which notice 
shall state with particularity wherein such 
violation or default consists, and of the in- 
tent to declare a forfeiture, and thereafter 
if such violation or default shall continue 
for a period of more than sixty (60) days 
after the receipt by the Company of such 
written notice, all the rights and privi- 
leges had by the Company under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance may be forth- 
with declared forfeited and revoked. Pro- 
vided, however, that the Company shall 
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not be deemed to be in default in the per- 
formance of any provisions of this grant, 
nor shall any forfeiture be invoked for any 
violation of or failure to perform any 


provisions hereof, due to strikes, lockouts, . 


- civil insurrection and disorder, acts of God, 
or any other causes beyond the control of 
the Company. 


Section 16. INVALIDITY. Each sec- 
tion of this ordinance and each part of 
each section hereof is hereby declared to 
be an independent section or part of sec- 
tion, and the holdings of any _ sec- 
tion or part thereof to be  uncon- 
stitutional, void, illegal, ineffective or con- 
trary to the provisions of the Charter of 
the City, or the Amendments thereto, or 
the laws of the State of Michigan, for any 
reason, shall not affect any other section 
or part of a section of this ordinance. 


Section 17. ACCEPTANCE AND SUB- 
MISSION TO VOTE OF THE ELECTORS. 
This ordinanee or the Franchise hereby 
granted shall be without effect unless the 
same shall be accepted in writing filed with 
the City Clerk by the Company within 
three (3) months from the passage hereof. 
Upon such acceptance, however, this ordi- 
nance shall be submitted to the electors 
of the City of Lansing for their approval 
at the next general election to be held in 
said City, and upon the approval hereof 
by at least three-fifths (3/5th) of said 
qualified electors voting thereon, shall be- 
come effective; otherwise to be of no force 
and effect. 


Section 18. INCONSISTENT ORDI- 
NANCES. All ordinnaces contrary to or 
inconsistent with the provisions of this 
ordinance and the Franchise’ thereby 
granted are, in the event of the taking 
effect hereof pursuant to a vote of the elec- 
tors as provided in the preceding section, 
repealed. : 


By Committee on Ordinances — 


(CHARTER AMENDMENT) 


Resolved, by the city council of the City 
of Lansing: 


That this council, by a three-fifths vote 
of its members-elect, proposed to amend 
Sections 23, 114, 115, 116,.117, 118, 119, 
120, 121, 122, 1283, 124 and 125 of the city 
charter to read as follows: 


Section 23. At the annual election to be 
held in the City of Lansing in the year 
1942, and each two years thereafter, there 
shall be elected on the city ticket, one 
Mayor, one Treasurer and one Constable, 
and at the annual election to be held in 
said city in the year 1943, and each two 
years thereafter, there shall be elected one 
City Clerk and one Constable, all of whom 
shall hold their offices for two years. No 
person shall be eligible to the office of City 
Treasurer for more than two consecutive 
years. At each annual election there shall 
be elected one City Assessor for a term of 
three years. At each annual election there 
shall also be elected in each ward, one 
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Alderman, who shall hold his office for two 
years. At the annual election to be held 
in the year 1941, and at each fourth an- 
nual election thereafter, there shall be 
elected in said city, one Justice of the 
Peace, who shall hold his office for four 
years. At the annual election to be held 
in the year 1943, and at each fourth an- 
nual election thereafter, there shall be 
elected in said city, one Justice of the 
Peace, who shall hold his office for four 
years. The Justices shall be persons ad- 
mitted to practice in the Supreme Court 
of the State. Each of said officers’ so 
elected shall hold his office for the term 
for which he was elected, and until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified. All officers 
elected as herein provided shall enter upon 
the duties of their respective offices on the 
second Monday in January next following 
such election. 


Section 114. The justices of the peace of 
the City of Lansing, provided for in this 
charter, shall have and exercise within the 
county of Ingahm the same jurisdiction as 
is or may be conferred by law on the 
justices of the peace in townships in both 
civil and criminal matters. Provided, how- 
ever, they shall have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion in all civil cases in tort and upon con- 
tract, express or implied, wherein the debt 
or damages do not exceed the amount of 
five hundred dollars, with such exceptions 
and restrictions as may be provided by 
law. The justices shall have authority to 
instruct juries upon the law, and to direct 
verdicts. The justices shall have the same 
power and authority to set aside verdicts 
or judgments in civil causes, suits or pro- 
ceedings before them, upon legal cause 
shown therefor, as the circuit courts of 
the state possess, whenever a motion in 
writing is made and filed with the justice 
within five days after the rendition of ver- 
dict or judgment in the case, which mo- 


tion shall briefly and plainly set forth the 
reasons and grounds upon which it is made, 
and shall be supported by affidavits set- 
ting forth the facts relied upon, which 
shall be filed at the time of filing the mo- 
tion. A notice of hearing of such motion, 


with copy of the motion and affidavits filed, 


shall be served upon the adverse party, or 
his attorney, at least two days before hear- 
ing thereon, and the motion shall be sub- 
mitted and heard within one week after 
it shall have been filed, and shall be de- 
termined in two days after it shall have 
been heard and submitted. The time for 
taking an appeal from judgment, in case 
the motion is not granted, shall begin and 
run from the time when such motion shall 
be overruled, and in no case shall the 
pendency of the motion stay the issuing 
and levy of an execution in the case, but 
in case of a levy under execution pending 
such motion, no sale of the property so 
levied on shall be advertised or made until 
the final determination of the motion. 


Whenever, in any cause pending before 
either of the justices, such justice is un- 
able to act in such case at the time the 
matter comes before him, the same may 
be transferred, upon his order, or in case 
of his absence, by the clerk, to the other 
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justice of the peace of the city, and note 
of such transfer shall be entered upon the 
docket of the case, and when both justices 
shall have acted in any one case or pro- 
ceeding, the docket shall be signed in the 
manner and within the time provided by 
law by the justice who shall have given 
the final judgment in the cause. 


Section 115. Each justice of the peace 
of the city shall file his oath of office in 
the office of the county clerk of the county 
of Ingham, and in addition to the surety 
required by general law, to be given by 
the justices of the peace, he shall, before 
entering upon the duties of his office exe- 
cute a bond to the city, with one or more 
sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
mayor of the city which approval shall be 
endorsed on said bond, in a penalty of one 
thousand dollars conditioned for the faith- 
ful performan¢e of the duties of his office, 
as a police justice of said city, and to pay 
over the moneys collected, and to make 
his reports and verify the statements of his 
account as in this charter required. 


Section 116. The city council shall pro- 
vide and maintain heat and light, and 
properly furnish suitable rooms for the said 
justices of the peace and shall furnish all 
dockets and legal blanks necessary to 
properly conduct their offices, and shall 
pay the said justices of the peace such 
annual salary a it shall deem _ proper. 
They shall receive no fees or prerequisite, 
of any duties connected with their offices, 
except marriage fees, but all such fees as 
are herein provided to be by them taxed 
and collected in civil cases, and all fees 
of the constables of the city, for the serv- 
ice and execution in said city of civil pro- 
cesses issued out of said court, and all such 
fees as are by the general laws of this 
state properly taxable by a justice of the 
peace in criminal cases, shall be taxed 
and collected in like case by the justices 
of the peace of the City of Lansing, and 
paid into the city treasury, within five 
days after they shall have been so collected, 
and said justices shall report on oath to 
the city council, at the first regular meet- 
ing thereof in each month, a statement of 
the fees so collected by them in each case. 
In all cases where the complaint is made 
or process is issued at the instance of any 
city officer or private citizen, the said jus- 
tices shall deliver all processes, civil or 
criminal, including commitments to the 
county jail and Detroit House of Correc- 
tion, to said constables, who shall serve 
the same. Provided however, that the said 
justices may, in the civil cases, if request- 
ed by the plaintiff, his agent or attorney 
so to do, deliver the same to the sheriff, 
his deputy, or to any other constable of 
said county for service, or on cause shown, 
may appoint in writing, any competent 
person to serve the same, who shall make 
his return of service of said process on 
oath, and file the same with said justices, 
and he shall be entitled to receive the same 
compensation as is allowed to constables 
for the service of summons in like cases. 
All orders issued by the Detroit House of 
Correction, upon the receipt of any pris- 
oner from either of said constables, shall 
be made payable to the city. 
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Section 117. All fines, penalties or for- 
feitures, recovered before each of said jus- 
tices for violation of any city ordinance 
shall, when collected, be paid into the city 
treasury, and each of said justices shall 
report on oath to the city council at the 
first regular meeting thereof in each month, 
during the term for which they shall per- 
form the duties of said justices, the num- 
ber and name of every person against whom 
judgment shall have been rendered, for 
such fine, penalty or forfeiture, and all 
moneys by him received for or on account 
thereof, which moneys so received, or which 
may be in his hands, collected on sueh 
fine, penalty or forfeiture, shall be paid 
into said city treasury on the first Monday 
of each and every month, during the time 
such justice shall exercise the duties of said 
office, and for any neglect in this par- 
ticular he may be suspended or removed 
as herein provided. 


Section 118. It shall be the duty of each 
of said justices of the peace, at the second 
regular meeting of the city council in each 
of the months of January, April, July and 
October in each year, to account on oath 
before the city council for all such moneys, 
goods, wares.and merchandise, seized as 
stolen property, as shall then remain un- 
claimed in the office of said justice of the 
peace, and immediately thereafter to give 
notice for four weeks in one of the public 
newspapers printed in said city, to all per- 
sons interested or claiming such property; 
Provided, always, that if any goods, wares, 
merchandise and chattels of a perishable 


nature, or which shall be expensive to keep, 


shall at any time remain unclaimed in the 
office of said justice, it shall be lawful for 
said justice to sell the same at public auc- 
tion, at such time, and after such notiee 
as to him and the city council seem proper. 


Section 119. It shall be the duty of the 
justices of the peace aforesaid, who may 
recover or obtain possession of any stolen 
property, on receiving satisfactory proof 
of property from the owner, to deliver such 
property to the owner thereof, on his pay- 
ing all necessary and reasonable expenses, 
which may have been incurred in the re- 
covering, preservation or sustenance of 
such property, and the expenses of adver- 
tising the same, unless the city attorney, 
or the prosecuting attorney, of the county 
of Ingham, shall otherwise direct. 


Section 120. It shall be the duty of 
each of the justices of the peace, as afore- 
said, to cause all property unclaimed after 
the expiration of the notice specified in 
section one hundred eighteen of this chap- 
ter, money excepted, to be sold at public 
auction to the highest bidder unless the 
prosecuting attorney of the county of Ing- 
ham shall direct that it shall remain un- 
sold for a longer period, and the proceeds 
thereof forthwith to pay to the city treas- 
urer; together with all money, if any, 
which shall remain in his hands, after such 
notice, as foresaid, first deducting the 
charges of said sale. 


Section 121. Each justice of the peace 
shall have full power and authority, and it 
is hereby made his duty, upon complaint to 
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him in writing, on oath, to inquire into, 
and try and determine all the offenses, 
which shall be committed within the city, 
against any of the provisions of this char- 
ter, or against the rules, regulations or 
ordinances, which shall be made by the 
eity council, in pursuance of the powers 
granted by this charter and to punish the 
offenders as by said rules, regulations or 
ordinances shall be prescribed or directed; 
to award all processes, take recognizance 
for the appearance of the person charged, 
and upon appeal, and to commit to prison 
as occasion may require. Provided, that 
any. person making said complaint (except- 
ing: “city officers) shall give security for 
costs in the same manner as is required in 
criminal cases under the general laws of 
this state, which security shall have the 
same forec and effect, and judgment shall 
be rendered against such complaint and 
surety, and execution issued thereon, when 
the justice shall be satisfied there was not 
reasonable cause for: making said com- 
plaint. 


Section 122. Whenever any person shall 
be charged with having violated any rule, 
regulation, ordinance, or the provisions of 
this charter, by which the offender is liable 
to imprisonment, either justice of the 
peace, to whom complaint shall be made in 
writing and on oath, shall issue a warrant 
directed to the chief of police of the city 


of Lansing, or to the sheriff or any con- . 


stable of the county of Ingham, command- 
ing him forthwith to bring the body of 
such before one of the justices to be dealt 
with according to law; and the chief of 
police or other officer, to whom said war- 
rant shall be delivered for service, is here- 
by required to execute the same in any 
part of this state, where such offender 
may be found, under penalties which are 
by law incurred by sheriffs, and other offi- 
cers, for neglecting or refusing to execute 
other criminal process. 


Section 123. In every civil action or pro- 
ceeding, except. garnishment proceedings 
commenced in said justice court, there 
shall be paid to the said justices by the 
plaintiff, an entry fee of one dollar, and 
before the trial of any action or proceed- 
ing shall be commenced such party shall 
pay a judgment fee of one dollar in cases 
where the defendant shall not appear and 
join issue, and two dollars in cases where 
issue is joined between the parties; but 
in cases of non suit or dismissal before 
commencement of trial, no judgment fee 
shall be required; and if the judgment fee 
has been so paid, the same shall] be re- 
turned to the plaintiff in all cases of non 
suit or dismissal before trial. Proceedings 
in garnishment shall be treated as part of 
the principal cause, and no additional fee 
shall be required therefor, except when an 
issue of fact shall be joined in respect to 
the liabilities of any garnishee; in such 
case, a judgment fee of two dollars shall 
be paid before such trials shall commence. 
The fee provided in this section shall be 
in full for all services and proceedings in 
said cause to and including the issue of 
an execution upon the judgment therein 
and shall be taxed in favor of the party 
paying the same if he be the prevailing 
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party in the suit. The jury and officers’ 
fees provided by general law, shall be paid 
in addition to the foregoing fees. For all 
services and proceedings subsequent to the 
issuing of an execution, or for the pur- 
pose of staying proceedings, or for remov- 
ing causes to an appellate court, there 
shall be paid to the said justice the fees 
provided by law. In all criminal cases, 
where a fine may be imposed, it shall and 
may be lawful to include in the sentence 
such an amount for costs as would be 
practicable under the general laws of this 
state, in justice courts, and all such costs, 
fees and moneys collected by such justice, 
for or on account of the business of his 
office, except as herein provided, shall be 
paid over by said justice to the city treas- 
urer as herein provided. The fees of wit- 
nesses and jurors in criminal cases, shall 
be paid in the same manner as is now pro- 
vided by law, for the payment of such fees 
by justices in townships, and all fines im- 
posed by said justices for the violation of 
any of the criminal laws of this state, ex- 
cept such as are imposed as costs afore- 
said, shall be by the said justices of the 
peace paid to the treasurer of the county 
of Ingham, as required by law. Except as 
herein otherwise provided, the general laws 
of the state with reference to justice courts 
and justices of the peace shall be applic- 
able to each ofthe justices of the peace 
and the cqurts held by them. 


Section 124. Each justice of the peace 
shall keep a just and true account of all 
fees which by law he would be entitled 
to receive for performing services jin crimi- 
nal cases, if such services were not com- 
pensated by a salary as herein provided, 
and at least fifteen days’ before the regu- 
lar meeting of the board of supervisors 
in January and October in each year, they 
shall present to the city council a verified 
statement of such accounts, together with 
the statement of the constable’s accounts, 
certified by them as provided in section 
one hundred thirteen, for examination and 
approval; and the city council shall 
examine said account, and may suggest 
corrections or amendments thereto, and 
said account, when approved by the city 
council, shall be presented to the board of 
supervisors at its then next meeting, and 
the same shall be audited and the amount 
justly due thereon allowed as other bills 
of the justices of the peace and constables 
are allowed for similar services. For the 
amount so allowed, a warrant shall _ be 
drawn by the county clerk, upon the county 
treasurer in favor of the City of Lansing, 
and delivered to the city treasurer. In 
case of examinations of offenders by said 
justices for offenses committed against the 
criminal laws of this state, where such 
justices have jurisdiction to examine, and 
to hold to bail only, it shall be lawful 
for said justice who is conducting the 
examination, on: motion of the prosecuting 
attorney, to cause an order to be entered 
in the records of such court, before or dur- 
ing the pendency of said examination, ap- 
pointing some suitable stenographer’ to 


‘take in shorthand the testimony of such 


examination, and such stenographer so ap- 
pointed shall receive such per diem com- 
pensation, for the time so expended in tak-

ing such testimony and such prices per 
folio for writing the same in longhand, as 
shall be fixed by the board of supervisors, 
the same to be allowed and paid out of 
the treasury of said county. 


Justice Court Clerk 


Section 125. The city council shall ap- 
point a clerk of the justice court on the 
nomination of the justices of the peace, 
which clerk, except as herein prescribed, 
shall be under the direction and control, 
and subject to the order of the justices. 
Before any justice court clerk so appoint- 
ed, shall enter upon the performance of his 
duties, he shall take and subscribe the 
constitutional oath of office, and furnish to 
the city a bond in such sum as shall be 
fixed by the city council, conditioned on 
the faithful performance of duties, and for 
the paying over and accounting for all 
moneys received by him as such clerk, 
which bond, after its approval, shall be 
filed with the city clerk. The clerk of the 
justice court shall receive such salary as 
shall be be prescribed by the city council. 


Resolved further, that the foregoing 
amendment to the city charter be presented 
to the electors of the city of Lansing for 
approval, at the election to be held on 
the 7th day of April, 1941.
